Ukraine’s president declared 
martial law and NATO leaders 
gathered for emergency talks Mon¬ 
day, a day after a naval clash with 
Russian warships sparked one of 
the most serious mihtary threats 
in the region in recent years. 

Russian coast guard vessels 
fired upon and seized control Sun¬ 
day of three Ukrainian vessels 
attempting to pass through the 
narrow Kerch Strait to the Sea of 
Azov, a clash that represents the 
largest escalation of force since 
Russia invaded and annexed 
Ukraine’s Crimean Peninsula in 
2014 and launched a proxy war in 
Ukraine’s east.

Mexico to boost border security after migrants try to cross

TIJUANA, Mexico — Mexico looked set to shore up secu¬ 
rity near its border with the United States on Monday, as police 
lined up outside a shelter in the city of Tijuana and told Cen¬ 
tral American migrants they couldn’t walk toward the border 
area. 

Mexico’s National Migration Institute said that 98 migrants 
were being deported after they tried to breach the US. bor¬ 
der, and U.S. agents fired tear gas into Mexico to stop them. 
Mexico’s Interior Department said about 500 migrants were in¬ 
volved in the attempt to rush the border, while U.S. authorities 
put the number at 1,000. 

Mexican officials said the migrants had taken part in “vio¬ 
lent” chaos, which originally began as a peaceful march to 
appeal for the U.S. to speed processing of asylum claims for 
Central American migrants marooned in Tijuana.

Air Force seeks civilian

SEOUL, South Korea — A man 
was injured while driving a car 
that smashed into the barrier 
at a main access gate at Camp 
Humphreys over the weekend, a 
spokesman said Monday. 

The man, identified only as 
a family member of somebody 
stationed at the Army garrison, 
was driving west through the 
Dongchang-ri gate about 2 p.m. 
Saturday when the grab barriers 
deployed, garrison spokesman 
Steven Hoover said. 

“The driver, the lone occupant 
of the car, hit his head on the front 
windshield,” he said in an email.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
— The global chemical weapons 
watchdog is considering sending 
inspectors to investigate an al¬ 
leged poison gas attack by rebels 
in Syria that wounded dozens, its 
director-general said Monday. 

Syria’s state-run SANA news 
agency said the suspected chemi¬ 
cal attack late Saturday was 
carried out by “terrorist groups 
positioned in Aleppo countryside” 
that fired shells containing toxic

the nontraditional market that we 
aren’t used to,” he said.

The United States has since sold 
Ukraine weapons systems and 
participated in bilateral military 
exercises while ramping up mili¬ 
tary operations along the U.S.-led 
NATO alliance’s eastern flank to 
reassure Russia’s neighbors. 

The incident Sunday could serve 
as a prelude to a larger confronta¬ 
tion, security analysts cautioned. 

“It seems like Russia is trying 
to put in place a new Iron Curtain 
across the Black Sea,” said retired 
Lt. Gen. Ben Hodges, who com¬ 
manded the US. Army in Europe 
until leaving the service last year. 
“Everybody should have their 
eyes wide open.” 

Ukrainian President Petro Po- 
roshenko ordered martial law on 
Monday, set to begin Wednesday 
for a 30-day period. The move is 
intended to boost the military’s 
readiness and won’t be used to 
invoke censorship or limit citi¬ 
zen’s rights and freedoms, Po- 
roshenko said. 

“The attack on the Ukrainian 
cutters is a Russian-planned 
element of escalation of the 
monthslong situation in the Sea of 
Azov,” Poroshenko said. “I’m also 
sure it is far from the culmination. 
Intelligence reports discuss a se¬ 
rious threat of a ground operation 
against Ukraine.” 

Ukraine said that a Russian 
ship rammed a Ukrainian tugboat 
on Sunday. Afterward, Russian 
crews fired on the tugboat and two 
navy vessels, injuring six sailors, 
before seizing the ships. 

Russia’s Federal Security Ser¬ 
vice said the Ukrainian ships made 
an unauthorized passage through 
Russian territorial waters, and ac¬ 
cused their commanders of failing 
to give proper transit notification, 
which Ukraine denied. Russian 
media said that only three Ukrai¬ 
nian sailors were shghtly hurt. 

‘A pretext’ 

The Russian Foreign Ministry 
accused Ukraine on Monday of 
orchestrating a provocation as “a 
pretext for setting up sanctions 
against Russia,” according to a 
statement. 

For the US. and its allies, the 
incident highhghts the growing 
tensions around the Black Sea, 
which is vital to the economies of 
NATO’s southern members but 
also a place where there is a mili¬ 
tary mismatch with Russia. 

“It not only raises the fears of an¬ 
other large-scale Russian military 
attack on Ukraine, it also creates 
concerns of Russia preparing for 


another attempt to gain more ter¬ 
ritory and seize the Ukrainian city 
of Mariupol,” said Jorge Benitez, a 
security analyst with the Atlantic 
Council think tank in Washington. 
The city, with a mixed Ukrainian- 
Russian population, is on the north 
coast of the Sea of Azov close to 
the border with Russia. 

NATO has looked for ways to 
bolster forces in the Black Sea 
region and has considered set¬ 
ting up a flotilla of warships that 
could counterbalance Russia’s sea 
power. So far, the idea of a mul¬ 
tinational flotilla hasn’t gained 
traction amid concerns that such 
a move could antagonize Russia. 

Given the lack of naval assets 
in the region. Black Sea NATO 
members Bulgaria, Romania and 
Turkey, along with partners like 
Georgia, should pool their assets, 
Hodges said. 

Turkey, which is more focused 
on threats to the south emanating 
out of Syria, could be resistant, he 
said. 

A ‘joined-up effort’ 

To offset weaknesses, more 
missile defense assets and drones 
with strike capabihty based in a 
country like Romania could be a 
way for allies to strengthen their 
hand, Hodges said, adding that 
“there needs to be a joined-up 
effort.” 

Benitez recommended that 
NATO do what it has already done 
in the Baltics — estabhsh a small 
multinational force to strengthen 
deterrence. 

“So far, NATO’s response in 
southeast Europe is imbalanced 
and not as robust as in northeast 
Europe,” Benitez said. “Today’s 
aggression by Russia is a good 
opportunity for NATO to better 
balance deterrence across all its 
borders, not just the north.” 

NATO scheduled a NATO- 
Ukraine Commission meeting at 
Ukraine’s request to discuss the 
incident Monday afternoon. The 
UN. Security Council also sched¬ 
uled talks Monday. 

NATO Secretary-General Jens 
Stoltenberg “expressed NATO’s 
full support for Ukraine’s territo¬ 
rial integrity and sovereignty, in¬ 
cluding its ftiU navigational rights 
in its territorial waters under in¬ 
ternational law,” according to a 
statement Monday. 

Earlier, NATO called on Russia 
to ensure “unhindered access” to 
Ukraine’s ports. 

Across Europe, leaders called 
on Russia to release Ukrainian 


sailors from custody, return the 
seized ships and de-escalate 
tensions. 

In Kiev, Ukraine’s parliament 
also was deliberating on a plan to 
impose martial law for a period of 
60 days, which would keep its mil¬ 
itary forces at a heightened state 
of readiness. 

A de facto blockade 

For months, tensions have been 
building between Russia and 
Ukraine in the Sea of Azov and the 
Kerch Strait, a waterway that con¬ 
nects Ukrainian ports to the Black 
Sea and then the Mediterranean. 

Moscow, which recently con¬ 
structed an 11-mile road and rail 
bridge over the strait that con¬ 
nects the Russian mainland to 
the Crimean Peninsula, has im¬ 
posed what some experts have 
described as a de facto blockade 
as it now controls when ships can 
pass through. That also gives Mos¬ 
cow leverage over Ukraine and its 
struggling port cities along the 
Sea of Azov. 

Michael Petersen, director of 
the Naval War College’s Russia 
Maritime Studies Institute, said 
the latest confrontation is part 
of an effort to isolate Ukraine 
and force it to deal on Moscow’s 
terms. 

“Russia is not looking specifi¬ 
cally to pick a fight with the West, 
though they know that there may 
be a price to pay,” Petersen said. 
“Moscow recognizes that there 
will be blowback from this, but 
also that the long-term value of 
isolating Ukraine is worth the 
short-term cost of this incident.” 

The West has condemned 
Moscow’s increasing control over 
maritime traffic and harassment 
of commercial vessels in the area. 

In September, Kiev announced 
plans to establish a naval base on 
the Azov, and Washington has said 
it is mulhng more military assis¬ 
tance for Kiev to counter Russia’s 
actions. 

So far, however, the Trump ad¬ 
ministration has said httle about 
the latest escalation. But Wash¬ 
ington’s special envoy to Ukraine, 
Kurt Volker, took to Twitter on 
Monday: “Russia rams Ukrainian 
vessel peacefully travehng toward 
a Ukrainian port. Russia seizes 
ships and crew and then accuses 
Ukraine of provocation???”

Dozens of far-right protest¬ 
ers burned tires outside the 
Russian Consulate in the west¬ 
ern Ukrainian city of Lviv to 
protest the seizure of Ukrai¬ 
nian ships off Crimea. 

The protest Monday was or¬ 
ganized by the National Corps 
party, which also called for a 
demonstration in front of Presi¬ 
dent Petro Poroshenko’s office 
in the capital, Kiev. The group 
argues Poroshenko isn’t ag¬ 
gressive enough against Rus¬ 
sia. The group is small but can 
put pressure on the president. 

In addition to the Lviv pro¬ 
tests, far-right group C14 pub¬ 
lished photos on Facebook of 
a car with Russian diplomatic 
plates on fire in front of the 
Russian Embassy in the capi¬ 
tal, Kiev. 

Ukrainian protesters also 


burned a Russian flag and 
hurled flares at the Russian 
Consulate in the eastern city of 
Kharkiv. 

The Unian news agency 
reported that the protesters 
demanded Ukraine cut off 
diplomatic relations with Rus¬ 
sia and nationalize Russian 
business on Ukrainian soil. 
They also said Ukraine should 
stop respecting a 2003 agree¬ 
ment with Russia on sharing 
the Kerch Strait between the 
Black Sea and Azov Sea that is 
at the core of the standoff 

In Kiev, protesters from 
the far-right party National 
Corps waved flares outside the 
Ukrainian parliament. They 
brandished yellow-and-blue 
flags with the Ukrainian na¬ 
tional symbol, the trident, and 
a huge white banner reading 
“Don’t Back Down!”

As Ukraine tensions mount, Trump lashes out at Europe over money

Last weekend marked a new es¬ 
calation in the lingering conflict 
between Ukraine and Russia as 
Moscow closed the Kerch Strait, 
a vital water 
AM AI VC 1C route used both 
by Ukraine and 
Russia. Ukraine 
accused Russia 
of stopping three of its ships and 
seizing two. Six Ukrainian sailors 
were reported to be injured. Kiev 
subsequently pondered imple¬ 


menting martial law, a proposal 
Ukrainian lawmakers may pass 
on Monday. 

Since 2014, the United States has 
been among Ukraine’s strongest 
supporters, selling weapons and 
training soldiers. But amid one 
of the most tense situations since 
2014, the strongest condemnations 
came from somewhere else. 

In Brussels, the European 
Union urged Russia to “restore 
freedom of passage,” and NATO 
said it “fully supports Ukraine’s 
sovereignty and its territorial 
integrity.” 


Meanwhile, President Donald 
Trump had a different message to 
the world on Sunday: “Europe has 
to pay their fair share for Military 
Protection,” he wrote. 

“The European Union, for 
many years, has taken advantage 
of us on Trade, and then they don’t 
hve up to their Military commit¬ 
ment through NATO. Things must 
change fast!” 

Trump’s remarks were not 
new, and even though they show 
a misunderstanding of how NATO 
finances work, it is correct that 
many European nations still spend 


less on defense than the US. does. 
Trump has previously suggested 
that the future of NATO might 
be tied to Europe’s willingness to 
spend more on defense. 

Reprising his demands the same 
day NATO’s core rival — Russia 
— was accused of stirring new 
tensions appeared unprecedented, 
however. 

“Russia provokes in the east. 
Trump attacks from the west,” 
wrote David Rothkopf, a former 
Clinton administration official. 

Sunday’s tweet will play into the 
hands of Trump critics arguing 


that the president has been too le¬ 
nient on his Russian counterpart. 
But it is also the latest incident that 
suggests the president is in large 
part focused on money, even in 
situations in which financial gains 
or losses are difficult to measure. 

While defense spending short¬ 
falls in Europe are relatively easy 
to capture in statistics, the overall 
financial and humanitarian risks 
of an open confrontation with Rus¬ 
sia are harder to predict — and 
could cost the United States far 
more.

6 F-22s from storm-damaged 
Tyndall arrive at Eglin AFB

KABUL, Afghanistan — A Tal¬ 
iban ambush of a police convoy 
in western Afghanistan killed 20 
policemen, while 10 soldiers died 
in an insurgent attack on an army 
checkpoint in the north, Afghan 
officials said Monday as minor¬ 
ity Shiites took to the streets in 
Kabul for the second day to pro¬ 
test the arrest of a local militia 
commander. 

During the demonstrations 
in the Afghan capital, the pro¬ 
testers opened fire at the police, 
wounding four policemen. Depu¬ 
ty interior minister Gen. Akhtar 
Mohammad Ibrahimi said 44 po¬ 
licemen were also injured when 
protesters hurled stones and other 
hard objects at them. 

The Taliban ambush took place 
in western Farah province on 
Sunday afternoon. Along with 
20 policemen killed, four were 
wounded, including the depu¬ 
ty provincial police chief, said 
Dadullah Qaneh, a member of the 
provincial council. 

The convoy was on its way to 
the district of Lash wa Juwayn 
to introduce a newly appointed 
district police chief when it came 
under attack, said another coun¬ 
cil member, Abdul Samad Salehi. 
The newly appointed chief was 
also killed, said Qaneh. 

In northern Faryab province, 
the Taliban attacked an army 
checkpoint in Qaisar district, 
killing 10 soldiers, said Moham¬ 
mad Tahir Rahmani, head of the 
provincial council. Three soldiers 
were wounded, while the fate of 
five others was unknown. 

The Taliban, who in recent 
years have taken over nearly half 
of Afghanistan, claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the Farah attack, the 
latest in a series of brutal, near¬ 
daily Taliban assaults on Afghan 
military and security forces 


throughout the country. 

The insurgents made no state¬ 
ment on the Faryab assault. 

The Taliban view the U.S.- 
backed government in Kabul as 
a dysfunctional Western puppet 
and have refused repeated offers 
to negotiate with it. 

The protesters in western 
Kabul were rallying to denounce 
the arrest of Abdul Ghani Alipoor, 
a Shiite militia leader in western 
Ghor province. The Afghan in¬ 
telligence service accuses Ali¬ 
poor of leading an illegal armed 
group that is behind extortion 
and other Mafia-like behavior in 
the region. 

On Sunday, hundreds clashed 
with police during a similar Shi¬ 
ite protest in Kabul. In that dem¬ 
onstration, three policemen were 
shot and wounded and 20 were 
injured by stones thrown by pro¬ 
testers, who also torched two po¬ 
lice checkpoints. 

Besides those in Kabul, there 
were also protests on Monday in 
northern Balkh and central Ba- 
myan provinces but no reports of 
violence there. 

“I can hear sporadic sound 
of shooting from the area,” said 
lawmaker Nasrullah Sadeqizada 
of Monday’s protest in Kabul. The 
member of parliament lives near 
the area and spoke to The Associ¬ 
ated Press over the phone. 

Mahobullah, a resident from 
the area who uses only one name, 
said hundreds of protesters were 
carrying posters of Alipoor, shout¬ 
ing “Alipoor is innocent!” and de¬ 
manding that he be set free. 

During a previous attempt to 
arrest Alipoor in June, security 
forces in Ghor clashed with his 
followers, leading to the deaths 
of seven civilians and four 
policemen.

WASHINGTON — Six F-22 
Raptor aircraft from the 325th 
Fighter Wing out of Tyndall Air 
Force Base have moved to another 
western Florida base to continue 
its training mission after Tyndall 
was devastated by Hurricane Mi¬ 
chael more than a month ago, ac¬ 
cording to service officials. 

During the next four months, 
the wing’s 43rd Fighter Squadron 
will have 28 F-22s arrive at Eghn 
Air Force Base, as well as about 
525 personnel — primarily main¬ 
tenance people and pilots — who 
will come from Tyndall, accord¬ 
ing to Eglin spokesman Andrew 
Bourland. 

The six F-22s, which moved last 
week, will begin flying from Eghn 
on Tuesday. 

Most of Tyndall’s estimated 55 
F-22s were able to move to other 
bases before the storm, though 
several of them were damaged 
when they were left in hangars at 
the base because they were in var¬ 
ious states of maintenance. The 


last three F-22s that remained at 
Tyndall after the storm flew to 
Langley Air Force Base in Vir¬ 
ginia on Nov. 16, according to Air 
Combat Command. 

Tyndall Air Force Base took 
a direct hit from Hurricane Mi¬ 
chael, a Category 4 storm, on Oct. 
10. It caused widespread devas¬ 
tation to the installation, and the 
recovery effort is ongoing to get 
operations there up and running 
again. Some roofs are still being 
repaired across the base, and 
buildings are undergoing mold 
remediation with dehumidifiers. 
Along the base’s flight line, han¬ 
gars have large sections of roof¬ 
ing missing, and several buildings 
had collapsed. 

It has not been decided whether 
the F-22s will return to Tyndall 
permanently. Air Force Secretary 
Heather Wilson told reporters in 
a Nov. 2 conference call, Mihtary. 
com reported. 

Tyndall will still maintain F-22 
simulator training for students, 
who will commute from Eglin to 
use the equipment, said Col. Jef¬ 
ferson Hawkins, 325th Fighter 


Wing vice commander. 

The simulator will be func¬ 
tioning at Tyndall within the 
next couple of weeks, according 
to Hawkins, and students will 
be back there training by early 
December. 

One of the reasons that the F- 
22 training was moved to Eglin 
is so they could continue to use 
the same airspace, according to 
Hawkins. Eglin is about 60 miles 
west of Tyndall. 

Other units from the 325th 
Fighter Wing at Tyndall that will 
move to Eglin indefinitely are 
the 2nd Fighter Squadron’s T-38 
adversary training unit and the 
372nd Training Squadron, De¬ 
tachment 4, Wilson has said. 

The F-22s from the wing’s 95th 
Fighter Squadron have also been 
moved to Joint Base Langley-Eus- 
tis in Virginia, Joint Base Elmen- 
dorf-Richardson in Alaska and 
Joint Base Pearl Harbor-Hickam 
in Hawaii to continue their op¬ 
erations due to insufficient infra¬ 
structure at Tyndall.

Historic WWII-era liberty ship John W. Brown could become homeless

Joe Colgan never considered 
Liberty ships, those workhorses 
of the American war effort during 
World War II, as his friends. Until 
he met the SS John W. Brown. 

“The last Liberty ship I got off, 
I swore to God I would never get 
on another one,” the Navy Armed 
Guard veteran, 93, said from his 
home in Los Angeles, recalhng 
the day a friend suggested he visit 
the ship, which at the time was a 
new arrival in Baltimore. 

Volunteers were working to 
make it seaworthy once again, 
with an eye toward creating a 


combination floating museum, 
classroom and training vessel. 
Half a century earlier, he’d disem¬ 


barked from a Liberty ship in San 
Francisco, happy to leave the war 
behind. 


But the friend was persistent 
and eventually got Colgan aboard. 
Another 20 members of the Armed 
Guard were also there, and he was 
hooked. “I went back, and the ca¬ 
maraderie started all over again,” 
Colgan said. He spent the next 30 
years helping to keep the John W. 
Brown running. 

But come September, the John 
W. Brown could be homeless. 

The 440-foot-long gray vessel is 
one of only two fully operational 
Liberty ships, which transported 
vast numbers of military person¬ 
nel and countless tons of cargo 
during the war — and the only one 
sailing regularly out of the port 
city where it was built. It’s berthed 


at Pier C in Canton, Md., on prop¬ 
erty owned by Rukert Terminals 
Corp. But a five-year agreement 
to provide a free home for the 
John W. Brown — which Rukert 
agreed to when it paid the state $2 
million for the pier in 2014 — ex¬ 
pires in September. The nonprofit 
volunteer group that restored and 
maintains the ship is looking for 
new digs. 

“We’ve spent a good bit of time 
looking for a new, permanent 
home, but we haven’t really had 
a whole lot of luck,” said Richard 
Bauman, 65, a retired ship pilot for 
the state of Maryland who serves 
as captain and master of the John 
W. Brown.

A retired admiral who had been 
nominated for a senior job in the 
Trump administration has been 
torpedoed for his involvement 
in the “Fat Leonard” corrup¬ 
tion scandal, according to Navy 
officials. 

Mark C. Montgomery, a retired 
two-star admiral, received a let¬ 
ter of censure from the Navy last 
week after an investigation con¬ 
cluded he had committed graft 
and taken illicit gifts from Leon¬ 
ard Glenn Francis, a Singapore- 
based defense contractor who 
has admitted to bribing scores of 
officers. 

The investigation concluded 
that besides accepting gifts, 
Montgomery also “took action 
to financially benefit” Francis’ 
company between 2007 and 2009, 
when the Navy officer served as 
the commander of a destroyer 
squadron based in Asia, accord¬ 
ing to Cmdr. Jereal Dorsey, a 
Navy spokesman. 


The Navy also determined that 
Montgomery lied about his con¬ 
nections with Francis when he 
was questioned by investigators 
this year, Dorsey said. 

Known as “Fat Leonard” be¬ 
cause of his girth, Francis was 
the president and chief executive 
of Glenn Defense Marine Asia, 
which held more than $200 mil¬ 
lion worth of contracts to resup¬ 
ply and refuel Navy ships at ports 
throughout Asia. He pleaded 
guilty to corruption charges in 
2015. 

Francis has told investigators 
that he bribed Navy officials with 
prostitutes, cash, lavish meals 
and other gifts in exchange for 
military secrets and other in¬ 
side information to benefit his 
business. 

A censure is a formal rebuke 
that will stain Montgomery’s of¬ 
ficial military record but not re¬ 
sult in a fine or other punishment. 
While graft is a crime under mili¬ 
tary law, the statute of limitations 
for the offense is ordinarily five 
years, which would have made it 


difficult for the Navy to prosecute 
him. 

Montgomery is the sixth ad¬ 
miral to receive a censure in the 
Fat Leonard scandal; two other 
admirals have been charged 
with crimes by the Justice 
Department. 

The White House had nomi¬ 
nated Montgomery in June to be¬ 
come an assistant administrator 
with the U.S. Agency for Interna¬ 
tional Development. In Septem¬ 
ber, the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee held a hearing to 
consider his nomination, and he 
appeared on his way to a speedy 
confirmation. 

On Nov. 15, however, the White 
House notified the Senate that it 
had withdrawn Montgomery’s 
nomination. No explanation was 
given publicly. 

It is unclear when the White 
House became aware that Mont¬ 
gomery was under scrutiny. He 
is one of hundreds of officers who 
have come under investigation by 
the Navy and the Justice Depart¬ 
ment since Francis was arrested 


and charged with bribery and 
fraud in 2013. 

Seventeen Navy officials have 
pleaded guilty in federal court to 
corruption-related offenses. Fed¬ 
eral charges are pending against 
11 others. 

In addition, the Navy has court- 
martialed five other sailors under 
military law. 

Montgomery retired from the 
Navy in October 2017 after serv¬ 
ing as director of operations for 
U.S. Pacific Command, a key job 
overseeing all military operations 
in Asia. 


He then worked for a year as 
policy director for the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. At 
his nomination hearing, Mont¬ 
gomery said he was personally 
recruited to take that job by Sen. 
John McCain, R-Ariz., who served 
as the committee chairman until 
his death in August. 

The committee provides direct 
oversight to the Navy. In that role, 
the committee staff has received 
confidential briefings from Navy 
officials about senior officers 
swept up in the Glenn Defense 
scandal. 
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Ala. police suggest black man 
shouldn't have pulled out gun

HOOVER, Ala. — Police in 
Alabama promised transpar¬ 
ency Monday after a weekend of 
protests in response to an officer 
fatally shooting a black man who 
pulled out his legally permitted 
weapon following gunfire at a 
shopping mall. 

Hoover police initially de¬ 
scribed the officer as “heroic” 
for bringing down Emantic “EJ” 
Bradford Jr. after two people 
were wounded at the Riverchase 
Galleria mall outside Birming¬ 
ham Thanksgiving night. Then 
they retracted the statement, say¬ 
ing it’s “unlikely” Bradford was 
involved. 

Bradford’s father said his son 
was a 21-year-old Army veteran 
with a permit to carry a weapon. 
The statement police released 
early Monday suggested Brad¬ 
ford shouldn’t have pulled it out. 

“We can say with certainty Mr. 
Bradford brandished a gun dur¬ 
ing the seconds following the gun¬ 
shots, which instantly heightened 
the sense of threat to approach¬ 
ing police officers responding to 
the chaotic scene,” the statement 
from the city of Hoover and its 


police department said. 

“We extend sympathy to the 
family of Emantic J. Bradford 
of Hueytown, who was shot and 
killed dur¬ 


ing Hoover 
police efforts 
to secure the 
scene in the 
seconds fol¬ 
lowing the 
original al¬ 
tercation and 
shooting. The 
loss of human 
life is a trag¬ 
edy under 
any circum¬ 
stances,” the 
statement 
said. 

Bradford’s

partment because they’ve al¬ 
ready lied to them,” Crump said. 
“They released his picture all 
over the world saying he was the 
shooter and the police officer was 
a hero.” 

Crump said several witnesses 
have reached out to the family 
saying the officer shot Bradford 
“within milliseconds” without 
saying a word to him. “It doesn’t 
matter if you’re a good guy with 
a gun. If you’re black, the police 
shoot and kill you and ask ques¬ 
tions later,” Crump said. 

The Monday police statement 
says “body camera video and 
other available video was imme¬ 
diately turned over to the Jeffer¬ 
son County Sheriff’s Department 
as part of the investigation. Now, 
all evidence has been handed over 
to the Alabama Law Enforcement 
Agency to lead the investigation. 
Release of any video will be done 
as ALEA deems appropriate dur¬ 
ing the investigation.” 

The police also expressed 
sympathy for the family of the 
18-year-old man and the 12-year- 
old girl who were wounded in the 
initial shooting and said they are 
“pursuing the initial shooter who 
still remains at large.”

Former university leader’s charges latest in Nassar fallout

Michigan State University’s 
former president was due to be 
arraigned Monday on charges al¬ 
leging that she lied to police dur¬ 
ing the investigation into longtime 
MSU sports doctor Larry Nassar, 
who received lengthy prison terms 
for sexually abusing gymnasts and 
possessing child pornography. 

Lou Anna Simon is among sever¬ 
al people who have been charged, 
fired or forced from their jobs as 
a result of the investigations into 
Nassar, a once-renowned doctor 
who worked for Michigan State 
and Indiana-based USA Gym¬ 
nastics, which trains Olympians. 
Nassar was sentenced to decades 
in prison after hundreds of girls 


and women 
said he sexu¬ 
ally abused 
them under 
the guise 
of medical 
treatment. 

Here’s a 
look at some 
of the indi¬ 
viduals at 
Simon MSU who 

have been 

affected: 

■ Simon. The university presi¬ 
dent and school alumna resigned 
in January amid growing pres¬ 
sure from students, lawmakers and 
some members of the school’s gov¬ 
erning board. She acknowledged 
being “the focus of this anger” but 


has denied any cover-up by the uni¬ 
versity. The governing board later 
hired former Michigan Gov. John 
Engler as its interim president. The 
school has already settled lawsuits 
totaling $500 million. 

She is charged with two felony 
and two misdemeanor counts of 
lying to a police officer in connec¬ 
tion with the investigation. 

■ Mark Hollis. The athletic di¬ 
rector and a Michigan State alum¬ 
nus called his January departure 
a retirement but he, too, faced 
pressure to leave. Hollis had been 
on the job for 10 years. He said he 
made the choice because of “the 
scope of everything,” adding that 
he hoped his departure would help 
the “healing process.” 

■ Kathie Klages. The former 


head gymnastics coach resigned 
last year after she was suspend¬ 
ed for defending Nassar over the 
years. Klages was charged with 
lying to investigators. If convict¬ 
ed, she could face up to four years 
in prison. She has denied allega¬ 
tions that former gymnast Larissa 
Boyce told her that Nassar had 
abused her in 1997, when Boyce 
was 16. Boyce has said Klages dis¬ 
suaded her from taking the issue 
further. 

■ Brooke Lemmen. The for¬ 
mer school doctor resigned last 
year after learning the university 
was considering firing her be¬ 
cause she didn’t disclose that USA 
Gymnastics, which trains Olympi¬ 
ans, was investigating Nassar. 

■ William Strampel. The for¬ 


mer dean of the university’s Col¬ 
lege of Osteopathic Medicine is 
awaiting trial after being charged 
in March amid allegations that 
he failed to keep Nassar in line, 
groped female students and stored 
nude student selfies on his campus 
computer. Strampel, who has also 
been named in lawsuits, retired 
June 30, even as Michigan State 
was trying to yank his tenure and 
fire him. 

■ Bob Noto. The university in 
February announced the depar¬ 
ture of its longtime vice presi¬ 
dent for legal affairs. The school 
called it a retirement. Noto had 
been Michigan State’s general 
counsel since 1995. Trustee Brian 
Mosallam had sought Note’s 
resignation. 



US government measures autism using at least 3 different methods

How many American children 
have autism? The US. govern¬ 
ment answers that question at 
least three different ways and says 
the latest estimate — 1 in 40 kids 
— doesn’t necessarily mean the 
numbers are rising. 

The new number, published 
Monday in the journal Pediat¬ 
rics, is from one of three periodic 
surveys the government uses to 
assess autism rates. It’s higher 
than a different survey’s estimate 
published earher this year, but the 
surveys use different methods and 


measure different populations of 
kids, so the results aren’t really 
comparable. 

Because there’s no medical test, 
“autism spectrum disorder is a 
particularly challenging condition 
to track,” government researchers 
wrote in the Pediatrics report. 

The true occurrence of autism 
hkely ranges from about 1 in 59 
kids to 1 in 40 kids, researchers 
say, taking into account informa¬ 
tion from all three surveys. 

“All contribute different infor¬ 
mation to form a fuller picture,” 
said Michael Kogan, lead author 
of the new report conducted by the 


US. Health Resources & Services 
Administration, a federal agency. 

Various reports in recent years 
have suggested autism rates are 
rising shghtly. Experts think that’s 
mostly because of earlier diagno¬ 
sis, an expanded definition and 
more awareness but say they can’t 
rule out a true increase caused by 
unknown factors. 

Here’s a rundown on the three 
surveys: 

■ The latest estimate is based 
on responses from about 43,000 
parents of kids aged 3 to 17. They 
were asked if their child had ever 
been diagnosed with autism spec¬ 


trum disorder, the formal name 
that encompasses mild to severe 
cases. The 2016 survey was inter¬ 
net-based. Earher ones were tele¬ 
phone surveys showing shghtly 
higher rates, but the researchers 
say the results aren’t comparable. 

The nationally representative 
survey suggests that about 1.5 mil- 
hon US. kids have autism — 2.5 
percent, or 1 in 40. 

■ The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention collects 
nationally representative infor¬ 
mation from in-person interviews. 
In 2016, it also asked parents of 
kids aged 3 to 17 about an “ever” 


diagnosis of autism and came up 
with a rate shghtly higher than in 
previous years but similar to the 1 
in 40 estimate. 

■ The CDC also uses an 11- 
state tracking system. It’s based 
on health and school records 
showing which kids meet criteria 
for autism, focusing on 8-year-olds 
because most cases are diagnosed 
by that age. A report from this net¬ 
work released in April showed that 
1 in 59 kids have autism, although 
much higher rates were found in 
some places. This estimate is con¬ 
sidered the most rigorous, but it’s 
not nationahy representative. 
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Miss, senator banks on 
boost from Trump rallies

JACKSON, Miss. — President Donald 
Trump was stumping in Mississippi on 
Monday for a Republican Senate appointee 
who wants voters to focus on her unwav¬ 
ering support for him and not the racial 
questions that have made Tuesday’s runoff 
election a much closer contest than anyone 
expected. 

Sen. Cindy Hyde-Smith made Monday’s 
rallies a highlight of her runoff campaign 
against Democrat Mike Espy, and Trump 
thanked her right back on Twitter for vot¬ 
ing for “our Agenda in the Senate 100% of 
the time.” 

But race has become a dominant issue 
as Hyde-Smith faces Espy, a former con¬ 
gressman and U.S. agriculture secretary 
who would become Mississippi’s first black 
senator since Reconstruction. 

Hyde-Smith has drawn fire for a photo 
showing her wearing a replica hat of a 
Confederate soldier, and a video showing 
her praising a supporter by saying, “If he 
invited me to a public hanging. I’d be on 
the front row.” 

Mississippi has a history of racially 
motivated lynchings and violence against 
people who sought voting rights for black 
citizens. Some 38 percent of the state’s 
residents are black, and Espy is trying to 


boost their turnout and pick up support 
from white voters who are uneasy with 
Trump or the racially tinged stories about 
Hyde-Smith. 

The winner Tuesday finishes the final 
two years of a term started by Republican 
Sen. Thad Cochran. He resigned in April 
amid health concerns. 

It’s the last U.S. Senate race to be de¬ 
cided in 2018 and will determine whether 
Republicans pad their slim m^ority. 

Hyde-Smith’s support of Trump is un¬ 
mistakable. She used both her opening and 
closing statements of the only debate of 
the runoff campaign to promote Monday’s 
presidential rallies, citing the online ad¬ 
dress to get tickets. Even on trade and tar¬ 
iffs, where Trump’s decisions could hurt 
Mississippi farmers, Hyde-Smith praised 
the president. 

“I have met with the president, and I 
proudly support him in negotiating these 
trades,” she said. “All the Mississippi farm¬ 
ers want is a fair deal, and I’m excited that 
the president has stepped up to renegotiate 
these deals.” 

Democrats also have used some star 
power. Former Vice President Joe Biden 
has endorsed Espy, and three Demo¬ 
crats who could run for president in 2020 
— Sens. Kamala Harris, of California, and 
Cory Booker, of New Jersey, and former 
Massachusetts Gov. Deval Patrick — have 


been to Mississippi to campaign for the 
former congressman who served as agri¬ 
culture secretary in 1993 and 1994 under 
Democratic President Bill Clinton. 

For Espy, turnout is key. He has to close 
the gap in a state where Trump received 58 
percent in 2016. 

Mississippi hasn’t elected a Democrat to 
the U.S. Senate since 1982. 


Espy hasn’t hammered Hyde-Smith on 
Trump at every turn. His campaign has fo¬ 
cused more on issues such as social justice, 
health care and raising wages. 

“My approach is Mississippi first,” Espy 
said at last week’s debate. “That means 
that Mississippi over party, Mississippi 
over person — I don’t care how powerful 
that person might be.”

WASHINGTON — Call it the 
chaos theory for picking the next 
House speaker. 

Those Democrats trying to stop 
California Rep. Nancy Pelosi from 
reclaiming the job say they don’t 
need a rival candidate just yet. 
Instead, they plan to show that Pe¬ 
losi lacks the votes to win the race. 
Then, they say, new challengers 
will emerge. 

It’s strategy that has other Dem¬ 
ocrats cringing at the prospect of 
their new House majority in dis¬ 
array. The last thing they want is 
a floor fight over the leadership 
post when Congress opens work in 
January. 

“If the first Democratic value 
they see is chaos, I don’t think 
that’s very good,” said Rep. Don 
Beyer, D-Va., who recently wrote 
an op-ed with colleagues support¬ 
ing Pelosi. “I don’t think it’s a good 
look at all.” 

The chaos theory will be put to a 
test when House Democrats meet 
in private for a vote nominating 
Pelosi to become speaker in Janu¬ 
ary. She held that post from 2007 
to 2011, the first woman to serve as 
speaker. 

After one potential rival stepped 
aside, Pelosi is expected to easily 
win the majority from her ranks. 
But opponents have hopes of de-

nying her the broader support 
she needs when the new Congress 
holds a vote in January. 

One of those organizing against 
her. Rep. Kathleen Rice, D-N.Y., 
said recently that the lack of a sure¬ 
fire challenger is beside the point. 
The goal is to force the question. 

As Rice and others in the group 
led by Reps. Seth Moulton, of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and Tim Ryan, of Ohio, 
see it, it’s all in the math. 

“The first step is showing that 
she cannot get to 218 (votes),” Rice 
told reporters, “and then I believe 
the challengers will emerge that 
can allow new members to say, 
‘OK, here’s another possibility; 
now I get it.’” 

Moulton, a Marine veteran, said 
earlier he hopes it will be “a cha¬ 
otic debate” for new leadership 
because “that would be healthy for 
the party.”

ATLANTA — The Solid South is 
no more. 

A century of rule by “Southern 
Democrats” followed by a gen¬ 
eration of Republican domination 
is evolving into something more 
complex. 

This month’s midterms revealed 
a South that is essentially splitting 
in two. In states such as Georgia 
and Texas, population growth and 
strong minority turnout propelled 
liberal Democrats such as Sta¬ 
cey Abrams and Beto O’Rourke to 
come close to statewide victories 
once thought impossible. 

Yet the Old Confederacy states 
in between are mostly holding to 
form, with white majorities giv¬ 
ing President Donald Trump high 
marks and conservatives a clear 
advantage going forward. 

An Associated Press analy¬ 
sis of election returns along with 
data from AP VoteCast, a national 
survey of more than 115,000 mid¬ 
term voters, found two factors 
largely driving election outcomes. 
Competitive races required both 
a racially diverse electorate and 
Democratic success in building 
support from white voters in grow¬ 
ing metro areas. 

One or the other wasn’t enough. 
For instance. Democratic hopes 
to make inroads in Kentucky and 
Tennessee failed because there 
weren’t enough minority voters 
to rely on. Meanwhile, the GOP 
maintained its grip on Alabama 


and Louisiana, states that have a 
significant minority population but 
where white voters in metro areas 
often voted in line with their rural 
counterparts. 

The same scenario could play 
out Tuesday in Mississippi’s runoff 
election for a Senate seat. 

That’s what makes Georgia and 
Texas stand out. The two factors 
were simultaneously in play to turn 
statewide elections competitive 
for the first time in a generation. 
That didn’t translate into victory 
for Abrams or O’Rourke, but the 
results could help Democrats navi¬ 
gate the upcoming debate over the 
type of presidential candidate to 
select. It could also help the party 
decide where to send financial and 
organizational resources. 

“The story is the rise of the 
Southern city centers and the sur¬ 
rounding areas,” said Republi¬ 
can pollster Brett Cowden, whose 
Alabama-based firm Cygnal has 
polled and led campaigns across 
the region. “People are moving 
there from all over, and they tend 
to be under 50 and college-edu¬ 
cated. Those are problem areas for 
Republicans.” 


Democrats are happy to embrace 
those changes, even if they’re not 
uniform. 

“What we’re talking about here 
is parts of the South starting to look 
like the rest of the battlegrounds 
around the country, where Demo¬ 
crats can stitch together a diverse 
coalition and win,” said Boyd 
Brown, a Democratic consultant 
and former state lawmaker from 
South Carolina. 

AP VoteCast, a nationwide sur¬ 
vey of the American electorate con¬ 
ducted for The Associated Press by 
NORC at the University of Chicago, 
demonstrates the dynamic playing 
out across the South. 

Nationally, whites made up 74 
percent of the electorate. Among 
small-town and rural whites (30 
percent of the electorate), 63 per¬ 
cent backed a Republican House 
candidate, compared with 35 per¬ 
cent for Democrats. Suburban 
whites (33 percent of the elector¬ 
ate) split 51 percent for Republi¬ 
cans and 46 percent for Democrats. 
Urban whites (11 percent of the 
electorate) sided with Democrats, 
57 to 40 percent.

Prewinter snowstorm batters central Midwest

CHICAGO — A wintry storm 
was battering much of the central 
Midwest early Monday, bring¬ 
ing blizzardlike conditions that 
grounded hundreds of flights and 
closed m^or highways at the end 
of the Thanksgiving weekend. 

The Chicago Department of 


Aviation reported early Monday 
that average departure delays at 
Chicago’s O’Hare International 
Airport were 77 minutes, and the 
flight-tracking website FlightA- 
ware reported that more than 350 
flights headed to or from the U.S. 
were canceled. 

Heavy snow was expected to 


continue through the early hours 
of Monday, with up to a foot of 
snow expected in Chicago and 
wind gusts of up to 50 mph likely 
to cause whiteout conditions, ac¬ 
cording to the National Weather 
Service. 

Forecasters predicted more 
than a foot of snow is likely in 


southeast Nebraska, northeast 
Kansas, northwest Missouri and 
southwest Iowa. Downed tree 
limbs and power lines continued 
to cause power outages. 

In Kansas, Gov. Jeff Colyer is¬ 
sued a state of emergency decla¬ 
ration Sunday. The action came 
as a large stretch of Interstate 70, 


spanning much of the state, was 
closed between Junction City and 
WaKeeney. 

Separately, a portion of Inter¬ 
state 29 was shut down in Mis¬ 
souri, near the Iowa border. 

Winter storm warnings and 
winter weather advisories were 
in effect from central Missouri 
into eastern Michigan. 


East Coast bridge closure 
brings traffic to standstill

PENNSVILLE, N. J. — A Dela¬ 
ware bridge shut down in both 
directions by a gas leak Sunday 
evening — bringing traffic on a 
m^or East Coast artery to a stand¬ 
still on one of the busiest travel 
days of the year — has reopened. 

The Delaware Department of 
Transportation tweeted late Sun¬ 
day that the Delaware Memorial 
Bridge was “REOPENED to traf¬ 
fic” and urged travelers to drive 
safely. 

The leak stemmed from the Del¬ 
aware chemical production facil¬ 
ity Croda Atlas Point, located near 
the twin suspension bridges on a 
m^or route between Washington 
and New York City, Holloway Ter¬ 
race Fire Company spokesman 
George Greenley said. 

The leaked chemical was ethyl¬ 
ene oxide, a highly flammable gas 
that is a finished product stem¬ 
ming from methanol, Greenley 
said. 

“If that flume would have had 
an ignition source, it could have 
been catastrophic with the bridge 
traffic,” he said. 

The bridge closed about 5 p.m. 
Sunday. Croda operators request¬ 
ed it be shut down, the Dela¬ 
ware River and Bay Authority 
tweeted. 


Greenley said fire officials 
were waiting for pressure to dis¬ 
sipate in the pipes at the facility 
before reopening the bridge. 

He said earlier Sunday that the 
chemical 
was dissi¬ 
pating fair¬ 
ly quickly 
from the 
pipes, and 
he esti¬ 
mated the 
bridge 
could re¬ 
open in 
the next 
few hours. 
The state 
Division 
of Natural 
Resources 
and Envi¬ 
ronmental 
Control 
was also on 
scene at the 
leak. 

Traffic on both sides of the 
bridge was being diverted to 
other crossings, including the 
Commodore Barry Bridge to the 
north, causing what the author¬ 
ity called a “parking lot” situa¬ 
tion to disperse to other clogged 
roadways. 


The bridge carries Interstate 
295 on eight lanes over the wide 
southern reaches of the Delaware 
River between northern Dela¬ 
ware and southern New Jersey. 
Southbound traffic from the New 
Jersey Turnpike also flows across 
it. More than 80,000 vehicles 
make the crossing daily, accord¬ 
ing to the authority. 

Lashrecse Aird, a member of 


the Virginia House of Delegates, 
was stuck in the bridge traffic on 
her way home to Virginia from 
New York. The Thanksgiving 
commute usually takes her six 
hours, she said, but she had al¬ 
ready been on the road for that 
amount of time and her GPS 
told her she had more than three 
hours to go. 

A police vehicle and a hazard¬ 


ous materials truck were blocking 
the bridge when she approached. 
She was at a standstill for an hour 
before being redirected, she said. 

“We ended up taking 295 North 
to get onto 322, directing us to the 
Barry Bridge, and then that is 
going to take us back south,” she 
said. “Everyone is coming in that 
direction, so we are still really 
not moving.”

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Misinformation is named word of the year

NEW YORK—Misinformation, 
as opposed to disinformation, was 
chosen Monday as Dictionary, 
corn’s word of the year on the tat¬ 
tered coattails of “toxic,” picked 
earlier this month for the same 
honor by Oxford Dictionaries in 
these tumultuous times. 

Jane Solomon, a linguist-in¬ 
residence at Dictionary, said in 
a recent interview that her site’s 
choice of “mis” over “dis” was 
deliberate, intended to serve as 
a “call to action” to be vigilant in 
the battle against fake news, flat 
earthers and anti-vaxxers, among 
other conduits. 

It’s the idea of intent, whether 
to inadvertently mislead or to do 
it on purpose, that the Oakland, 
Calif-based company wanted to 
highlight. The company decided 
it would go high when others have 
spent much of 2018 going low 

“The rampant spread of misin¬ 
formation is really providing new 
challenges for navigating life in 
2018,” Solomon told The Associ¬ 
ated Press ahead of the word of 
the year announcement. “Misin¬ 
formation has been around for a 
long time, but over the last decade 
or so the rise of social media has 
really, really changed how infor¬ 


mation is shared. 

“We believe that understand¬ 
ing the concept of misinformation 
is vital to identifying misinforma¬ 
tion as we encounter it in the wild, 
and that could ultimately help 
curb its impact.” 

In studying lookups on the site 
that trended this year. Dictionary 
noticed “our relationship with 
truth is something that came up 
again and again,” she said. 

For example, the word “main¬ 
stream” popped up a lot, spiking 
in January as the term “main¬ 
stream media,” or MSM, grew to 


gargantuan proportions, wielded 
as an insult by some on the politi¬ 
cal right. 

Other words swirling around 
the same problem included a look¬ 
up surge in February for “white 
lie” after Hope Hicks, then White 
House communications direc¬ 
tor, admitted to telling a few for 
President Donald Trump. 

The word “Orwellian” sur¬ 
faced in heavy lookups in May, 
after a statement attributed to 
White House press secretary 
Sarah Huckabee Sanders ac¬ 
cused the Chinese government of 


“Orwellian nonsense” in trying 
to impose its views on American 
citizens and private companies 
when it declared that United 
Airlines, American Airlines and 
other foreign carriers should 
refer to Taiwan, Hong Kong and 
Macau as part of China in pub¬ 
lic-facing materials, such as their 
websites. 

Misinformation, Solomon said, 
“frames what we’ve all been 
through in the last 12 months.” 

In that vein, the site with 90 
million monthly users has busied 
itself adding new word entries 
for “filter bubble,” “fake news,” 
“post-fact,” “post-truth” and “ho- 
mophily,” among others. Other 
word entries on the site have 
been freshened to reflect timely 
new meanings, including “echo 
chamber.” 

The company’s runners-up for 
the top honor include “represen¬ 
tation,” driven by the popularity 
of the movies “Black Panther” 
and “Crazy Rich Asians,” along 
with wins during the U.S. mid¬ 
term elections for Muslim women. 
Native Americans and LGBTQ 
candidates. 

But the rise of misinformation, 
Solomon said, stretches well be¬ 
yond U.S. borders and Facebook’s 
role in disseminating fake news 
and propaganda in the Cam¬ 


bridge Analytica scandal. The 
use of Facebook and other social 
media to incite violence and con¬ 
flict was documented around the 
globe in 2018, she said. 

“Hate speech and rumors 
posted to Facebook facilitated 
violence against Rohingya Mus¬ 
lims in Myanmar, riots started 
in Sri Lanka after false news set 
the country’s Buddhist majority 
against Muslims, and false ru¬ 
mors about child kidnappers on 
WhatsApp led to mob violence in 
India,” Solomon said. 

Is disinformation or misinfor¬ 
mation at play in terms of the 
year’s most prominent conspiracy 
theories? Solomon noted prolifera¬ 
tion on social media over students 
in the Parkland school shooting 
being crisis actors instead of vic¬ 
tims of violence, and over a group 
of migrants from Honduras who 
are making their way north being 
funded by “rich liberals.” 

Elsewhere in the culture, 
countless podcasts and videos 
have spread the absurd notion of 
a global cover-up that the Earth 
is flat rather than round. The idea 
of “misinfodemics” has surfaced 
in the last several years to iden¬ 
tify the anti-vaccination move¬ 
ment and other beliefs that lead to 
real-world health crises, Solomon 
said. 
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UK's May tries to sell Brexit deal to country

LONDON — Prime Minister Theresa 
May made a blunt appeal to skeptical law¬ 
makers on Monday to back her divorce 
deal with the European Union: It isn’t per¬ 
fect, but it’s all there is, and the alternative 
is a leap into the unknown. 

In essence, she urged Parliament: Let’s 
agree and move on, for the sake of the 
voters. 

Britain and the 27 other EU leaders 
signed off on a Brexit deal Sunday after 
more than a year and a half of tough nego¬ 
tiations. It was a day many doubted would 
ever come, but May was anything but tri¬ 
umphant as she reported back to Parlia¬ 
ment, which must approve the deal for it 
to take effect. 

Scores of legislators — from both the op¬ 


position and May’s governing Conservative 
Party — have vowed to oppose it. Rejection 
would plunge Britain into a political crisis 
and potential financial turmoil just weeks 
before it is due to leave the EU on March 
29. 

“No one knows what would happen if 
this deal didn’t pass,” May told the House 
of Commons. 

“Our duty as a Parliament over these 
coming weeks is to examine this deal in 
detail, to debate it respectfully, to listen to 
our constituents and decide what is in our 
national interest.” 

Parliament’s vote is due before Christ¬ 
mas, likely the week of Dec. 10. Before then. 
May plans a frantic two-week campaign to 
convince both the public and lawmakers 
that the deal delivers on voters’ decision 
in 2016 to leave the EU “while providing 
a close economic and security relationship 


with our nearest neighbors.” 

But May’s defense of her hard-won deal 
in Parliament was followed by a torrent of 
criticism, from hard-core Brexit-backers, 
pro-EU lawmakers and previously loyal 
backbenchers alike. 

Legislators on both sides hate the deal, a 
compromise that keeps Britain outside the 
EU with no say but still subject to the rules 
and the obligations of membership at least 
until the end of 2020 while a permanent 
new relationship is worked out. 

Labour Party leader Jeremy Corbyn 
said the “botched deal” would leave Brit¬ 
ain worse off, with “no say over EU rules 
and no certainty for the future.” 

“Plowing on is not stoic. It’s an act of na¬ 
tional self-harm,” he said. 

May said reaching the deal had “re¬ 
quired give and take on both sides. That is 
the nature of a negotiation.” 


She argued that the British people are 
sick of endless debates about Brexit, and 
backing the deal would allow “us to come 
together again as a country whichever way 
we voted.” 

“The m^ority of the British public want 
us to get on with doing what they asked us 
to,” she said. 

The majority of lawmakers appear un¬ 
convinced. Dozens of Conservative legis¬ 
lators say they will reject the deal, either 
because they want a harder or a softer 
break with the EU. Northern Ireland’s 
Democratic Unionist Party, which props up 
May’s minority government, also opposes 
it, as do all the main opposition parties. 

Brexit Secretary Stephen Barclay con¬ 
ceded that “it’s going to be a challeng¬ 
ing vote.” But he said Britain would be in 
“choppy waters” if the deal was rejected. 


Migrants: US agents’ use of tear gas allowed but will be reviewed

U.S. Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection Commissioner Kevin 
McAleenan said on a call with re¬ 
porters that 69 migrants who tried 
to cross the border illegally were 
arrested on the California side. 

He said the Border Patrol’s use 
of force policy allows agents to 
use tear gas and other nonlethal 
methods, but the incident would 
be reviewed and the situation was 
resolved without serious injury. 

“As the events unfolded, quick, 
decisive and effective action pre¬ 
vented an extremely dangerous 
situation,” he said. 

But on Monday, the incident had 
left many migrants sullen, won¬ 
dering whether the unrest had 
spoiled whatever possibilities they 
might have had for making asy¬ 
lum cases. 

Isauro Mejia, 46, of Cortes, 
Honduras, looked for a cup of cof¬ 
fee early Monday morning after 
spending the day prior caught up 
in the clash. 

“The way things went yester¬ 
day ... I think there is no chance,” 
Mejia said. 

In rare criticism of the migrants, 
Mexico’s National Human Rights 
Commission said it “reiterates 
that members of the caravans that 
cross our country should respect 
Mexican laws and not engage in 
actions that affect the communi¬ 
ties they pass through.” 

“It is important to note that the 
fact the Mexican government pro¬ 
tects their rights does not imply 
a free pass to break the law,” the 
commission said. 

The Sunday incident began 


Tijuana, Mexico, on Sunday. 

after a large group marched to the 
U.S. border to make the migrants’ 
plight more visible to the govern¬ 
ments of Mexico and the U.S. 
Some attempted to get through the 
fencing and wire separating the 
two countries, leading U.S. agents 
to fire the tear gas. 

American authorities also shut 
down the nation’s busiest border 
crossing at San Ysidro for several 
hours at the end of the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing weekend. 

Lurbin Sarmiento, 26, of Copan, 
Honduras, said she had been with 
her 4-year-old daughter at a con¬ 
crete riverbed, which had a trickle 
of water from the Tijuana River, 
when U.S. agents fired the gas. 


“We ran, but the smoke always 
reached us and my daughter was 
choking,” Sarmiento said, vis¬ 
ibly shaken. She said she never 
would have gotten that close with 
her daughter if she thought there 
would be tear gas. 

Fumes were carried by the wind 
toward people who were hundreds 
of feet away. 

As the chaos unfolded, shoppers 
just yards away on the U.S. side 
streamed in and out of an outlet 
mall, which eventually closed. 

Department of Homeland Se¬ 
curity Secretary Kirstjen Nielsen 
said in a statement that U.S. au¬ 
thorities will continue to have 
a “robust” presence along the 


Southwest border and that they 
will prosecute anyone who dam¬ 
ages federal property or violates 
U.S. sovereignty. 

The chaos comes as U.S. and 
Mexican officials wrangle over 
the issue of migration and discuss 
how to deal with asylum-seekers 
waiting in Mexico. With a back¬ 
log of cases that number into the 
thousands, many migrants appear 
set to linger along the border for 
months, if not longer. 

On Monday, President Donald 
Trump took to Twitter to express 
his displeasure with the caravans 
in Mexico and to make another 
pitch for his promised border 
wall. 


“Mexico should move the flag 
waving Migrants, many of whom 
are stone cold criminals, back to 
their countries,” Trump tweeted. 
“Do it by plane, do it by bus, do 
it anyway you want, but they are 
NOT coming into the U.S.A. We 
will close the Border permanent¬ 
ly if need be. Congress, fund the 
WALL!” 

Trump has repeatedly sug¬ 
gested without evidence that 
the migrant caravans are full of 
hardened criminals, but they are 
mostly poor people with few be¬ 
longings who are fleeing gang 
violence. During his presidential 
campaign, he promised he’d have 
Mexico pay for a wall. 


4 Turkish soldiers killed when military helicopter crashes in Istanbul

ISTANBUL — Four Turkish 
soldiers died while another was 
fighting for life after their he¬ 
licopter crashed Monday into a 
residential area of Istanbul. 

Even though the helicopter 
struck a four-story building be¬ 
fore crashing, there were no ci¬ 


vilian casualties, according to the 
state-run Anadolu Agency. 

The UH-1 helicopter, which 
was on a training flight, ended up 
on a street in Istanbul’s Sancakte- 
pe neighborhood — on the Asian 
side of the city that straddles two 
continents—while trying to make 
an emergency landing. Defense 


Minister Hulusi Akar told report¬ 
ers at the scene of the crash. 

The helicopter appeared to have 
turned over, and debris from the 
crash scattered around the street, 
according to video footage from 
the scene. 

Akar said the pilot appeared to 
be trying to land the helicopter. 


which was on its way to the air 
force base of Samandira, near 
Sancaktepe, on an empty plot of 
land to prevent civilian deaths. 

“They tried to make an emer¬ 
gency landing for a reason that 
we do not know yet,” the minister 
said. “(The helicopter) was very 
close to the air base but, unfortu¬ 
nately, could not make it back.” 


The dead servicemembers 
included two officers and two 
noncommissioned officers, Akar 
told reporters. The injured ser- 
vicemember, a sergeant, was in 
serious condition and facing an 
operation. 

An investigation into the cause 
of the crash has been launched, 
he said. 
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Iran says at least 716 hurt in earthquake

TEHRAN, Iran — Iranian au¬ 
thorities said Monday that the 
number of injured in the magni¬ 
tude 6.3 earthquake in western 
Iran the previous night has risen 
to 716. No fatalities were reported 
from the temblor. 

According to Iran’s state televi¬ 
sion, most of the injured were im¬ 
mediately released from hospitals 


and suffered only shght injuries in 
the quake Sunday night. TV news 
said 37 remained hospitalized. 

It said more than 160 after¬ 
shocks occurred in the region, in¬ 
cluding two quakes stronger than 
magnitude 5. Dozens of rescue 
teams and several rescue dogs 
were deployed to the region. 

The TV showed footage of 
hospitalized people. Dr. Hossein 
Rahnimi, the head of a local hos¬ 


pital, said many of the injured 
also suffered panic attacks. 

The earthquake struck west¬ 
ern Iran near its border with 
Iraq, damaging buildings and 
sending fearful residents run¬ 
ning into the streets. It hit near 
the town of Sarpol-e Zahab, in 
Iran’s Kermanshah province, 
which was the epicenter of an 
earthquake last year that killed 
more than 600 people and where 


some still remain homeless. 

That earthquake had a magni¬ 
tude of 7.3 and injured more than 
9,000 people. 

Sunday’s temblor also downed 
power lines and caused brief 
power outages into the night as 
temperatures hovered at about 46 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

The quake struck just after 8 
p.m. in Iran, meaning most people 
were still awake at the time and 
able to quickly flee. 


The region, nestled in the Za¬ 
gros Mountains and largely re¬ 
built in recent decades after Iran 
and Iraq’s ruinous 1980s war, saw 
many buildings collapse or sustain 
mqjor damage in the 2017 quake. 

Iran is located on m^or seismic 
faults and experiences an earth¬ 
quake every day on average. In 
2003, a magnitude 6.6 earthquake 
flattened the historic city of Bam 
in southern Iran, killing 26,000 
people.

Argentina seeks aid as G-20 
leaders arrive for snmmit

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina — 
Argentina had hoped to show off its 
newly market-friendly economy to 
the world when the G-20 group of 
the world’s top economies begins 
its first South American summit 
this week. Instead, it’s looking for 
help to avoid an all-out crisis. 

The two-day meeting that 
starts Friday is meant to focus 
on development, infrastructure 
and food security, but most of the 
talk on the sidelines is expected 
to center on trade disputes be¬ 
tween the US. and China and the 
signing of the new North Ameri¬ 
can free trade deal. 

Argentina, a darling of Wall 
Street just a year ago, finds itself 
hosting the summit while scram¬ 
bling for international aid to fend 
off a collapse. 

“The original vision for Argen¬ 
tina was to use the G-20 to show¬ 
case that it had transformed the 
economy and, instead, it welcomes 
world leaders to the economic 
wreckage,” said Benjamin Gedan, 
an Argentina expert at the Wood- 
row Wilson International Center 
for Scholars. “So, the timing is in¬ 
convenient, to say the least. 

“Instead of a showcase, the G- 
20 is an opportunity to plead for 
international support,” he said. 

Argentina was forced to obtain 
a record $56 billion credit line 
from the International Monetary 
Fund recently following a curren¬ 
cy crisis and spirahng inflation. 
The peso has depreciated by more 
than half this year, and consumer 


prices are estimated to have risen 
by about 45 percent. Growing 
frustration over massive layoffs 
and poverty has stoked protests 
that are expected to reignite dur¬ 
ing the summit. 

Still, President Mauricio Macri 
will want to show improvements 
in international relations dur¬ 
ing his three years in office after 
more than a decade of protec¬ 
tionist policies under the popu¬ 
list governments of President 
Cristina Fernandez and her late 
husband and predecessor, Nestor 
Kirchner. 

Even with the economy in 
turmoil, Macri has resolved a 
long-standing legal dispute with 
creditors that gave Argentina 
renewed access to global credit 
markets for the first time since 
a default in 2001-02. He has also 
improved relations with the US. 
after years of animosity under his 
predecessors, keeping friendly 
ties both with President Donald 
Trump and Chinese leader Xi 
Jinping. 

“Argentina is in a critical mo¬ 
ment when it comes to interna¬ 
tional debt, and it will seize on this 
moment to confirm international 
support from other G-20 coun¬ 
tries” that are leading creditors 
of the IMF, said Julio Burdman, a 
Buenos Aires-based pohtical ana¬ 
lyst and pollster. 

Meanwhile, neighboring Bra¬ 
zil and the other Latin American 
member, Mexico, are both in poht¬ 
ical flux, with one veering farther 
to the right and the other farther 
to the left. 


Attacks in Somalia kill at least 23

NAIROBI, Kenya — Somalia 
was hit by two violent attacks 
Monday, one killing an Islamic 
cleric and 17 of his followers for 
playing music and a second kill¬ 
ing at least six people in a car 
bomb blast in the capital, Moga¬ 
dishu, police said. 

The car bomb was detonated 
Monday at a busy intersection 
in Mogadishu’s Wad^ir district, 
said Capt. Mohamed Hussein. 

He said 15 people were injured, 
and the blast appears to have 
been directed at soldiers who 
were gathered at the junction. 


In the northern city of Galkayo, 
a prominent Islamic leader and 
at least 17 of his followers were 
killed by extremists for having 
music in their religious ceremo¬ 
nies, police said. 

Two suicide bombers exploded 
in front of the preacher’s resi¬ 
dence, which is also a Sufi shrine, 
and then four gunmen stormed 
the building and opened fire, said 
Ahmed Awale, a police officer in 
Galkayo. At least 20 others were 
injured, he said. 

Somali security forces re¬ 
sponded, and there was a battle 
with heavy gunfire in the build¬ 
ing. Three attackers were killed 


in the shootout and one was cap¬ 
tured alive, said Awale. 

Somalia’s extremist rebels, al- 
Shabab, have claimed responsi¬ 
bility for the attack in Galkayo. 

The attack killed Sheikh Abdi- 
weli Ali Elmi, who has hundreds 
of followers and has been con¬ 
troversial because videos show 
him and his followers chant¬ 
ing religious poems with music, 
which some extremists say is not 
Islamic. 

Sheikh Elmi had defended his 
actions, saying music is not con¬ 
trary to Islamic teachings.

Bodies retrieved after Ugandan boat disaster

MUKONO, Uganda — Ugandan 
divers retrieved 31 bodies and ex¬ 
pected to find more in a capsized 
vessel in Lake Victoria, making it 
one of the country’s worst mari¬ 
time disasters and prompting the 
president to call for more strin¬ 
gent safety regulations. 

The vessel was beheved to have 
been overcrowded, with nearly 
100 passengers, said Zurah Gan- 
yana, a senior police officer at the 
scene. At least 27 people were res¬ 
cued overnight, lower than earlier 
reports, she said. 

The boat, on a routine pleasure 


cruise and full of mostly youth¬ 
ful revelers, overturned and sank 
about 7 p.m. Saturday, she said. 

Among the many tragic stories 
was one of a man who went out to 
help rescue people and drowned 
when he was dragged underwater 
by a desperate passenger. 

The MV Templa was in poor 
condition, had been grounded for 
some time and lacked a valid li¬ 
cense to operate, authorities said. 
Marine pohce tried to prevent the 
boat from embarking on the cruise, 
but they were overwhelmed by 
the presence of two local princes 
among the passengers, they said. 

“Such boats cannot carry more 


than 50 people,” said lawmaker 
Johnson Muyanja, who represents 
part of the district of Mukono, the 
site of the accident. “Here, we 
don’t have hmits. Our problem is 
that we don’t have control. The 
number of people on board was 
too much compared to the size of 
the boat.”

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Congo begins first trial to test Ebola drugs

DAKAR, Senegal — Congo has begun 
the first trial to test the effectiveness and 
safety of four experimental Ebola drugs, 
the first time scientists have directly com¬ 
pared such treatments, the World Health 
Organization said Monday. 

The U.N. health agency described the 
multi-drug trial as “a giant step” that would 
“bring clarity about what works best.” 

“While our focus remains on bringing 
this outbreak to an end, the launch of the 
randomized control trial in DRC (Congo) is 
an important step toward finally finding an 
Ebola treatment that will save lives,” said 
WHO Director-General Tedros Adhanom 


Ghebreyesus. 

Since the beginning of the Ebola out¬ 
break in the North Kivu province in Au¬ 
gust, four therapeutic drugs have been 
used to treat patients, namely mAb 114, 
ZMapp, Remdesivir and Regeneron, ac¬ 
cording to Congo’s Health Ministry. 

To date, more than 160 people have been 
treated with the experimental drugs. Pa¬ 
tients won’t be treated much differently 
than before, but scientists will now have 
a clinical trial framework to collect data 
on the three antibody treatments and the 
antiviral. 

Congo’s Health Ministry said the clinical 
trial began last week in Beni with Zmapp, 
mAb 114 and Remdesivir. The test could 
be extended to other sites and include the 


fourth medicine, it said. The number of pa¬ 
tients who participate “will depend on the 
evolution of the epidemic and the willing¬ 
ness of patients to participate.” 

Congo, with poor infrastructure, pres¬ 
ents a difficult environment for adminis¬ 
tering the treatments. ZMapp is difficult 
to use; it takes three infusions, given over 
hours. If patients are treated with Remde¬ 
sivir, their liver function must be analyzed 
regularly. 

Because the data collected in the North 
Kivu epidemic is unlikely to be sufficient 
for a complete study, the ministry said that 
the clinical trial may extend over a five- 
year period to cover several Ebola out¬ 
breaks in several countries. 

So far in the current outbreak in Congo, 


there have been 365 confirmed Ebola cases 
with 189 deaths, according to figures pro¬ 
vided by the Health Ministry on Sunday. 

“Our country is struck with Ebola out¬ 
breaks too often, which also means we have 
unique expertise in combatting it,” said 
Congo’s minister of health. Dr. Oly Ilunga 
Kalenga. “These trials will contribute to 
building that knowledge while we continue 
to respond on every front to bring the cur¬ 
rent outbreak to an end.” 

This is Congo’s 10th outbreak since the 
virus was identified there in 1976. The 
outbreak has been plagued by security 
problems, with health workers attacked by 
rebels in districts where the virus has been 
spreading.

India marks 10 years 
since Mumbai attacks

ISTANBUL—Protesters in cit¬ 
ies across Europe and elsewhere 
marked the U.N. International 
Day for the Elimination of Vio¬ 
lence against Women on Sunday, 
with tens of thousands turning 
out in Madrid and demonstrators 
in Istanbul greeted by tear gas. 

Hundreds of women gathered in 
Istanbul’s Tunel Square to march 
on the city’s main pedestrian Is- 
tiklal Avenue. Dozens of police 
formed a barricade and prevented 
the group from marching, saying 
their demonstration was not per¬ 
mitted. Police fired several rounds 
of tear gas to stop the group. 

The activists instead continued 
their demonstration in the square 
with a sit-in. They chanted slo¬ 
gans and dispersed peacefully. 

Rights groups say violence 
against women is widespread in 
Turkey, and an online database 
called the Monument Counter 
said at least 337 women were 
killed by domestic violence in 
2018. 

Activists marched in more than 
40 cities and towns in Spain, with 
tens of thousands in Madrid join¬ 
ing a feminist group and shouting 
“no more victims, we want free¬ 


dom” as they marched through 
the Spanish capital’s center. 

Official figures show 44 women 
have died this year in Spain at the 
hands of their current or former 
partners. Since 2003, when Spain 
started keeping records, the total 
number of victims has been 999 
— 972 women and 27 children. 

In Brussels for the European 
Union Brexit summit, European 


Parliament President Antonio 
Tqjani sported a red swipe under 
his left eye as he addressed the 
media. In Italy, his home country, 
the mark stands for support of the 
U.N. day. 

Tqjani said on Twitter that 
“Nothing can justify violence 
against women. My mother 
taught it to me. I taught it to my 
children.”

First gene-edited babies claimed in China

HONG KONG 
Chinese researcher 
claims that he helped 
make the world’s first 
genetically edited ba¬ 
bies — twin girls born this month 
whose DNA he said he altered 
with a powerful new tool capable 
of rewriting the very blueprint of 
hfe. 

If true, it would be a profound 
leap of science and ethics. 

A U.S. scientist said he took part 
in the work in China, but this kind 
of gene editing is banned in the 
United States because the DNA 
changes can pass to future gener¬ 
ations, and it risks harming other 
genes. 

Many mainstream scientists 
think it’s too unsafe to try, and 
some denounced the Chinese re¬ 
port as human experimentation. 

The researcher. He Jiankui, 
of Shenzhen, said he altered em¬ 
bryos for seven couples during 
fertility treatments, with one 
pregnancy resulting thus far. He 
said his goal was not to cure or 
prevent an inherited disease but 
to try to bestow a trait that few 
people naturally have — an ability 
to resist possible future infection 
with HIV, the AIDS virus. 

He said the parents involved 
declined to be identified or in¬ 
terviewed, and he would not say 
where they live or where the work 
was done. 

There is no independent confir¬ 
mation of He’s claim, and it has 
not been published in a journal, 
where it would be vetted by other 


experts. He revealed it Monday in 
Hong Kong to one of the organiz¬ 
ers of an international conference 
on gene editing that is set to begin 
Tuesday, and earlier in exclusive 
interviews with The Associated 
Press. 

“I feel a strong responsibility 
that it’s not just to make a first but 
also make it an example,” He told 
the AP. “Society will decide what 
to do next” in terms of allowing or 
forbidding such science. 

Some scientists were astounded 
to hear of the claim and strongly 
condemned it. 

It’s “unconscionable ... an ex¬ 
periment on human beings that 
is not morally or ethically defen¬ 
sible,” said Dr. Kiran Musunuru, 
a University of Pennsylvania gene 
editing expert and editor of a ge¬ 
netics journal. 

“This is far too premature,” 
said Dr. Eric Topol, who heads the 
Scripps Research Translational 
Institute in California. “We’re 
dealing with the operating in¬ 
structions of a human being. It’s a 
big deal.” 

However, one famed geneticist. 
Harvard University’s George 
Church, defended attempting gene 
editing for HIV, which he called “a 
m^or and growing public health 
threat.”

“I think this is justifiable,” 
Church said of that goal. 

In recent years, scientists have 
discovered a relatively easy way 
to edit genes, the strands of DNA 
that govern the body, using a tool 
that makes it possible to supply a 
needed gene or disable one that’s 
causing problems. 

It’s only recently been tried in 
adults to treat deadly diseases, 
and the changes are confined to 
that person. Editing sperm, eggs 


or embryos is different — the 
changes can be inherited. In the 
US., it’s not allowed except for lab 
research. China outlaws human 
cloning but not specifically gene 
editing. 

He studied at Rice and Stan¬ 
ford universities in the U.S. before 
opening a lab at the Southern Uni¬ 
versity of Science and Technology 
of China in Shenzhen, where he 
also has two genetics companies. 

The U.S. scientist who worked 
with him on this project after He 
returned to China was physics and 
bioengineering professor Michael 
Deem, who was his adviser at Rice. 
Deem also holds what he called “a 
small stake” in and serves on the 
scientific advisory boards of He’s 
two companies. 

The Chinese scientist said he 
chose to try embryo gene editing 
for HIV because those infections 
are a big problem in China. He 
sought to disable a gene called 
CCR5 that forms a protein door¬ 
way allowing HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS, to enter a cell. 

All the men in the project had 
HIV, and all the women did not, but 
the gene editing was not aimed at 
preventing the small risk of trans¬ 
mission, He said. The fathers had 
their infections deeply suppressed 
by standard HIV medicines, and 


there are simple ways to keep 
them from infecting offspring. 

Instead, the appeal was to offer 
couples affected by HIV a chance 
to have a child that might be pro¬ 
tected from a similar fate. 

He said the gene editing oc¬ 
curred during IVF, or lab dish 
fertilization. First, sperm was 
“washed” to separate it from 
semen, the fluid where HIV can 
lurk. A single sperm was placed 
into a single egg to create an em¬ 
bryo. Then the gene editing tool 
was used. 

When the embryos were 3 to 5 
days old, a few cells were removed 
and checked for editing. Couples 
could choose whether to use ed¬ 
ited or unedited embryos for preg¬ 
nancy attempts. Eleven embryos 
were used in six attempts before 
the twin pregnancy was achieved. 
He said. 

Tests suggest that one twin had 
both copies of the intended gene 
altered and the other twin had 
just one altered, with no evidence 
of harm to other genes. He said. 
People with one copy can still get 
HIV. 

Several scientists reviewed ma¬ 
terials that He provided to the AP 
and said tests so far are insuffi¬ 
cient to draw conclusions. 

The study participants are not 
ethicists. He said, but “are as 
much authorities on what is cor¬ 
rect and what is wrong because 
it’s their hfe on the hne.” 

“I believe this is going to help 
the families and their children,” 
He said. If it causes unwanted side 
effects or harm, “I would feel the 
same pain as they do, and it’s going 
to be my own responsibility.”

'Ralph' writer breaks boundaries 

Movie script daringly spoofs the Disney princess industrial complex

P amela Ribon was so anxious 
about her idea, she had to pause 
to ask herself: If I write this, will 
it get me fired? 

As a storyteller, Ribon knows her way 
around a modern Disney princess, hav¬ 
ing worked for about two years on the hit 
“Moana.” And she says her gift for craft¬ 
ing dialogue of strong, funny female char¬ 
acters had helped her become a writer on 
Disney’s “Ralph Breaks the Internet,” the 
sequel to Rich Moore’s Oscar-nominated 
2012 smash “Wreck-It Ralph.” 

So it was with a taste for the satiric 
that Ribon began to muse: What if, at one 
point in the film, I surrounded Vanellope 
von Schweetz, the “Ralph” franchise’s 
endearingly daring video-game racer 
(voiced by Sarah Silverman), with enough 
Disney princesses that it resembled a so¬ 
rority reunion — and then teasingly lam¬ 
pooned their tropes? 

Ribon approached the concept’s first 
draft with the joyful abandon of some¬ 
one who believed her studio bosses would 
never actually permit such a comedic pal¬ 
ace coup. And so she dragooned the young, 
well-tressed Disney women, representing 
eight decades of animated studio history, 
to quiz the new kid by asking her whether 
she meets any of the criteria of a stock 
Disney princess, such as being the victim 
of a poisoning or doomed parentage. 

But then came the true twist: Vanel- 
lope’s story detour not only got a green 
light, but the princesses’ meta-meetup 
also became one of the film’s best scenes. 
Despite the long history of Disney prin¬ 
cess parodies, memes and YouTube spoo- 
fage by outsider comedians at the gate, 
the Magic Kingdom itself has just topped 
’em all. As Cinder-satire goes, it’s game 
over — winner. Team “Ralph.” 

All because writer and comedian Ribon 
adored the internet-hopping Vanellope 
enough that she believed the big-hearted 
girl was worthy of being coronated as Dis¬ 


Getting the voices right 

The “Ralph Breaks the Internet” producers 
secured other past princess vocal actors, 
including Irene Bedard ("Pocahontas”), 
Jodi Benson (“Little Mermaid”), Auli’i Cra- 
valho (“Moana”), Paige O’Hara (“Beauty 
and the Beast”), Linda Larkin (“Aladdin”), 
Anika Noni Rose (“The Princess and the 
Frog”) and Ming-Na Wen (“Mulan”) — and 
screenwriter Pamela Ribon supplied the 
voice of Snow White.

“It’s like when I make fun of my dad,” co¬ 
director Phil Johnston says. “Yes, I can do 
that — I love my dad and I love his foi¬ 
bles.

ney royalty. 

Early on in the making of “Moana,” 
Ribon says, the writers were wondering 
about their island heroine: “Will she be a 
princess? What does that mean?” 

That conversation carried over to the 
early story stages of the “Ralph” sequel. 
“I thought: ‘Gosh, why isn’t Vanellope 
canon?”’ Ribon says. “To me, she’s my 
kind of princess — in a hoodie.” 

“At first we were joking about Vanel¬ 
lope photobombing the (seven) dwarfs,” 
Ribon says. That brainstorming evolved 
into having Vanellope — who goes AWOL 
from her Sugar Rush game — come upon 
the Oh My Disney area of the Internet. 

“What if they’re trying to determine 
whether or not she’s canon — whatever 
that thing (is) that they decide at Dis¬ 
neyland that allows some of them to get 


their coronation,” Ribon says of having 
the princesses grill Vanellope on her po¬ 
tentially royal resume. “And so I took it 
from there.” 

But while executing her idea, Ribon 
says, she began to have a “true panic at¬ 
tack,” so she contacted a friend — a walk¬ 
ing Wikipedia of Disney facts — and told 
her: “I have all these tropes and I just want 
to make sure I have the right princesses. 
Which ones were kidnapped? Which ones 
have daddy issues? 

“She was like: ‘What are you doing?”’ 

For “Ralph’s” princess-lounge hangout, 
Ribon began to hear the voices of many 
of the actresses who originated the roles. 
So the film brought in many of them to 
reprise their roles, including Kristen Bell 
and Idina Menzel from “Frozen,” Mandy 
Moore from “Rapunzel” and Kelly Mac¬ 
donald from “Brave.” 

Finally, with almost no expectations, 
she ran the idea past the directors. Rich 
Moore and Phil Johnston (“Zootopia”), 
and producers, all the while thinking: 
“They’re not going to let me do this Ariel 
joke.” 

Instead came Moore’s encouraging re¬ 
sponse. “The idea of satirizing Disney,” 
he tells The Post, “is the greatest gift we 
have been given.” 

Plus, Johnston says, they reasoned that 
because the film’s setting is “the internet, 
you can do anything — you can go any¬ 
where. So why can’t Vanellope show up 
at a website where there are the Disney 
princesses?” 

As the princess encounter evolved, the 
writers played off the fact that not only do 
Disney princesses often get kidnapped, 
but that they are forever gazing into “im¬ 
portant waters.” The scene also skewers 
the reliance on a lumbering hunk to solve 
a damsel’s thorny problem. 

Ribon said she’s still feeling a little anx¬ 
ious about poking fun at the princesses 
who populate the Kingdom. 

“I’m glad people have really liked it,” 
she says, “but I don’t think I’ve truly ex¬ 
haled yet.” 


Sequels fuel big 
holiday box office

Movie sequels are having their own 
Thanksgiving feast at the box office and 
fueling record industry-wide grosses for 
the long weekend. 

“Ralph Breaks the Internet” and “Creed 
11” took the top two spots on the North 
American charts, beat the openings for 
the original films and helped the five-day 
Thanksgiving box office totals cross the 
$300 million mark for the first time. 

Studios on Sunday said Disney’s “Wreck- 
It Ralph” sequel earned an estimated $55.7 
million over the three-day weekend and 
$84.5 million since its Wednesday opening 
to take first place and become one of the 
biggest Thanksgiving openings of all time. 

Its five-day Thanksgiving grosses are 
the third highest of all time, behind “Fro¬ 
zen” and “Hunger Games: Catching Fire.” 

The film sees the return of the vocal tal¬ 
ents of John C. Reilly and Sarah Silverman, 
and it scored with audiences and critics. 

The Rocky spinoff “Creed II,” starring 
Michael B. Jordan and Sylvester Stallone, 
placed second with $35.3 million from the 
weekend and $55.8 million since Wednes¬ 
day, far surpassing the first film’s Thanks¬ 
giving debut in 2015. The sequel directed 
by Steven Caple Jr. has Jordan’s Adonis 
Creed fighting the son of Ivan Drago. 

Third place went to “Dr. Seuss’ The 
Grinch,” which earned $30.2 million in its 
second weekend, and just barely beat out 
the “Fantastic Beasts” sequel “Crimes of 
Grindelwald” ($29.7 million), also in its 
second weekend. 

The poorly reviewed “Robin Hood,” 
starring Taron Egerton, grossed only $9.1 
million over the weekend and $14.2 million 
in its first five days in theaters. 

It’s the first time that the total domestic 
box office has surpassed $300 million over 
the five days counted around the Thanks¬ 
giving holiday.

■ Talk show host Jerry Springer is get¬ 
ting a new TV role as “Judge Jerry,” where 
he’ll hear testimony and render verdicts 
before a studio audience. NBC Universal 
Television Distribution announced the 
half-hour court program Monday that will 
debut in the fall of 2019. The 74-year-old TV 
host is best known for “The Jerry Springer 
Show,” in which guests loudly, and at times 
violently, meted out their own brand of jus¬ 
tice over 27 seasons. Springer began his 
career as a lawyer in Cincinnati. 

■ Italian filmmaker Bernardo Ber¬ 
tolucci, who won Oscars with “The Last 
Emperor” and whose erotic drama “Last 
Tango in Paris” enthralled and shocked 
the world, died Monday. He was 77. Ber¬ 
tolucci’s movies often explored the sexual 
relations among characters stuck in a psy¬ 
chological crisis, as in “Last Tango.” The 
self-professed Marxist also did not shy 
away from politics and ideology, as in “The 
Conformist,” which some critics consider 
Bertolucci’s masterpiece. He was honored 
for lifetime achievement at the Cannes film 
festival in 2011. 

■ Ricky Jay, a magician, historian of 
oddball entertainers and actor who ap¬ 
peared in “Boogie Nights” and other films, 
has died. He was 72. Jay appeared in sev¬ 
eral films and television series, including

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2019 Honda Pilot Elite pushes the right buttons

T he good news about the refreshed 
2019 Honda Pilot Elite is the nine- 
speed transmission operates with¬ 
out a hitch. The bad news is the top 
trim level costs more than $48,000. 

What’s worse is that price is about aver¬ 
age for a well-equipped three-row midsize 
SUV. A basic Acura MDX with the same 
powertrain costs less, but doesn’t have 
all the dings, zings and things. Compared 
with the top two contenders in the class. 
Pilot Elite is about $4,000 more than the 
top Subaru Ascent and a couple of hundred 
dollars less than the top Volkswagen Atlas. 

These are the two newest offerings for 
America’s favorite family hauler, and they 
are arguably the best. The only knock 
against the Pilot has been fixed for the mid¬ 
cycle refresh, and it once again should be 
considered in the top three. 

All three do the same things and serve 
the same needs so the differences come 
down to personality. It’s what makes a Pilot 
a Honda and an Ascent a Subaru. Differ¬ 
ent personalities appeal to different people; 
that’s why most people who read car re¬ 
views (bless you) mostly want validation of 
that most unquantifiable thing: a feel. 

The feel of the Atlas is conservative but 
it offers handsome styling with a power¬ 
ful powertrain and technology that is more 
layered than intuitive, with more options 
than you can count. 

The feel of the Ascent is understated, 
with standard AWD safety and capability 
a priority over power, and with technol¬ 
ogy that is more compartmentalized than 


streamlined. It’s easier to understand but 
kind of all over the place. Yet it has one of 
the nicest interiors, which is unusual for 
Subaru. 

Despite a revised fascia intended to be 
more aggressive, the Pilot blends into the 
midsize SUV space with bland styling and 
big overhangs. On old dirt roads strewn 
with rocks in the Colorado Rockies at 11,000 
feet, the Pilot’s torque vectoring AWD sys¬ 
tem was surprisingly capable. It provided 
the kind of confidence needed for modest

off-roading or short-cutting on question¬ 
able access roads. 

On the inside it feels the roomiest. Yet 
the lighter weight Pilot doesn’t drive like 
the largest; in AWD it gets 2 mpg better 
in the city, and 3 mpg better highway than 
the Atlas, which is a big deal. The Ascent 
is about the same as the Pilot, and they 
both come with three seats in the third row, 
whereas the Atlas has only two. All claim to 
have a towing capacity of 5,000 pounds. 

A closer look at the specs reveals that feel 
is not the same as fact; Atlas has the most 
cargo and passenger room. But the Pilot 
feels roomier. Go figure. 

Given that both the Ascent and the Pilot 
come standard with the suite of advanced 
driver assistance systems that include 
emergency braking and adaptive cruise 
control, the Subaru Ascent is the best value 
of the three, and also the pokiest. 

The Pilot has solid acceleration and pass¬ 
ing power from its 280-horsepower V-6 
engine. Shifts are smooth and predictable 
from the nine-speed transmission, includ¬ 
ing start-up in second gear for a lurchless 
launch. The start/stop system has been 
revised to include fewer restarts when 
the a/c is on, though we didn’t test that be¬ 
cause, well, November. It does feel quicker 
to start-up off the brake pedal, however. I 
don’t think it’s enough to persuade start/ 
stop haters, but it makes the tech more liv¬ 
able and less noticeable. 

On the inside, the Elite trim doesn’t have 
that same premium feel as the surprising 
Ascent. It has leather trimmed seats, heat¬ 
ed leather-wrapped steering wheel and 
mid-row captain’s chairs, but the control 
interface and dash and door panels feel like 


massaged plastic, not unlike in the Atlas. 

Could a $48,000 purchase come down to 
the all-important third row? Taking a page 
from the Odyssey minivan and the Acura 
MDX three-row crossover, the seat fold¬ 
ing, shifting and configuring is about the 
easiest in the class without power buttons. 
Third-row seats are easy to collapse from 
the rear with pull straps that collapse the 
headrests; Ascent requires manual lower¬ 
ing of headrests to collapse the third row. 
Mid-row seats are as easy to move forward 
as the push of a button. Ascent uses a slider 
but claims to have a larger door opening; 
the Atlas uses a more traditional latch that 
requires a bit more strength than a 7- or 8- 
year-old. The Pilot is easier overall. Add¬ 
ing to the ease is a motion-activated liftgate 
new for 2019. 

Up front the steering wheel controls are 
simplified but still busy; once you get the 
feel for how to navigate through the revised 
instrument cluster, you don’t really need 
the 8-inch touch screen. That screen uses 
swipe and pinch functions and has a swipe 
right or left feature to access subsequent 
menu pages. The main menu icons are large 
and the system easy to use. When in navi¬ 
gation, for instance, there are tiny icons on 
the top bar to switch to the audio page. It’s 
easier and safer to use the instrument clus¬ 
ter controls. And there is a volume knob. 
Voice recognition is very good. 

The refreshed Pilot pushes all the right 
buttons to keep pace with the newcomers in 
a segment that is rarely exciting but gives 
owners the kind of versatility, practical¬ 
ity and sophistication they prefer. When it 
comes down to which one is best, it’ll be the 
one that feels the best.

Putin, Poroshenko don’t want all-out war

S unday’s dramatic events in the 
Kerch Strait, where Russian troops 
seized three Ukrainian navy ves¬ 
sels, highlight the Kremlin’s resolve 
to hold on to the spoils of its aggression 
against Ukraine and flout its international 
obligations. They also show the lengths 
Ukrainian President Petro Poroshenko is 
willing to go to remain in power. 

The clash had been brewing since April, 
a month before the opening of a new 12- 
mile bridge across the Kerch Strait be¬ 
tween the Russian mainland and annexed 
Crimea. The $3.4 billion project was the 
Kremlin’s way of demonstrating the per¬ 
manence of the annexation. It also opened 
a supply route that doesn’t go through 
Ukrainian territory. 

The bridge was built without regard to 
Ukrainian shipping at two Azov Sea ports, 
Mariupol and Berdyansk; its central arch 
is just 33 meters tall, keeping out more 
than 100 ships that have regularly docked 
at the ports. They account for about 9 per¬ 
cent of Ukraine’s grain exports. 

Understandably, the bridge isn’t popu¬ 
lar in Ukraine and Moscow is paranoid 
about Ukrainian sabotage. The Russian 
coast guard has been holding up mainly 
Ukrainian merchant ships and conducting 
exhaustive checks, which Ukraine and the 
European Union have interpreted as ha¬ 
rassment, even a partial blockade. 

The checks are, indeed, illegal. In 2003, 
Russia and Ukraine agreed to the free 
movement of each other’s ships through the 
Kerch Strait and the Sea of Azov. Russia 
argues that the inspections are justified on 
security grounds and rarely exceed three 
hours — though some have lasted days. 

Sunday’s escalation came when Ukraine 
tried to move three navy vessels from 
Odessa on the Black Sea to Mariupol. The 
Russian authorities proved unwilling to let 
warships, even small ones, pass. Though 
Ukraine warned Russia that the ships 
were coming, the Russian coast guard 
rammed one of the vessels and seized all 


three, wounding six sailors, according to 
the Ukrainian navy. Russia also blocked 
the passage under the Kerch Strait bridge 
with a container ship and sent warplanes. 

Ukraine’s reaction was forceful. It called 
a United Nations Security Council meeting 
for Monday, demanding more sanctions 
against Russia. Foreign Minister Pavlo 
Klimkin warned that Russia could be 
planning “further acts of aggression.” And 
Ukraine’s Security and National Defense 
Council recommended martial law for 60 
days — something Ukraine never did dur¬ 
ing the Crimea annexation and several big 
battles in the country’s east. Poroshenko 
proposed 30 days, and the Ukrainian par¬ 
liament will probably approve it. 

Formally, there’s a reason to introduce 
martial law now that didn’t exist during 
the bloodiest fighting. Russia has denied 
involvement in those battles in Ukraine’s 
east; as it did during the Crimea annexa¬ 
tion before it admitted sending troops. 
Now, however, Russian forces have openly 
attacked Ukrainian ships in violation of a 
treaty. It’s no stretch to interpret this as an 
act of war. 

Russia, though, has been quick to point 
out that the escalation benefits Porosh¬ 
enko domestically. Russian Deputy For¬ 
eign Minister Grigory Karasin called the 
Ukrainian warships’ voyage a “provo¬ 
cation.” “Apparently, against this back¬ 
ground it’s easier for Poroshenko to unfold 
his election campaign,” Karasin said. 

The presidential election is scheduled 
for March 31. It can’t be held while the 
country’s under martial law, but if it’s in¬ 
troduced for 60 days only, the vote can take 
place as planned. Yuri Birukov, a Porosh¬ 
enko aide, wrote on Facebook on Sunday 
that the administration doesn’t intend to 
put off the election. 

Poroshenko cannot run on economic 
achievement. Five years after its Revolu¬ 
tion of Dignity, Ukraine is Europe’s poor¬ 
est country, with an economy stuck below 
the pre-revolutionary level and no break¬ 
through in sight while oligarchs and cor¬ 
rupt officials keep preying on it. Recent 
scandals (a top official fled across the bor¬ 


der this month after evidence surfaced of 
his bribe-taking) aren’t helping the presi¬ 
dent. So he’s highlighting his patriotism 
instead and his success in ripping Ukraine 
from Russia’s orbit. His campaign slogan 
is “Army, Language, Faith.” That’s a sur¬ 
prisingly hard-core nationalist agenda for 
a confectionery tycoon who was, until re¬ 
cently, involved heavily in business with 
Russia. 

According to recent polls, the strategy 
isn’t working. Poroshenko is behind the 
populist former Prime Minister Yulia Ty- 
moshenko and comedian, actor and pro¬ 
ducer Volodymyr Zelensky. Taking a stand 
against Russia just before the election 
could bolster the commander in chief’s 
chances. The timing of the naval raid and 
martial law plan is interesting. 

However, Russian President Vladimir 
Putin, who’s losing support at home be¬ 
cause of unpopular moves such as raising 
the retirement age, isn’t averse to an esca¬ 
lation either to bring back some of the pa¬ 
triotic spirit kindled by Crimea. Putin and 
Poroshenko cannot disguise their mutual 
hatred when they’re in the same room, but 
they’re natural allies on weapon-rattling 
with no military or strategic purpose. 

Neither is interested in all-out war, how¬ 
ever. An “official” conflict involving Rus¬ 
sia’s regular military would mean a sharp 
rise in the death toll and that’s a potent an¬ 
tidote to the rousing rhetoric. Both leaders 
will keep the confrontation simmering and 
the propaganda guns blazing, but they’ll 
be careful not to set off anything like the 
Russo-Georgian war of 2008. 

Accidents are possible, though, given the 
likely months of brinkmanship. So too are 
harsher Western sanctions against Russia, 
which refuses to give an inch in a situation 
that’s as damaging to its prospects as it is 
to Ukraine’s.

Veterans see vital, healing public lands in peril

L ike so many of my brothers and 
sisters who served in our nation’s 
armed forces, I see and feel free¬ 
dom in our great outdoor spaces. 
From the beautiful Southern California 
coastline to our deserts, mountains and 
beyond, veterans from all walks of life are 
united by a deep love and appreciation 
for America’s public lands, regardless of 
age, gender, branch of service or political 
affiliation. 

As a veteran who served as a petty officer 
first class in the U.S. Navy, I proudly wore 
a uniform to defend our nation’s founding 
principles, ideals including respect for our 
land, a love of our country and duty to fam¬ 
ily. I joined the Navy to fight for the best of 
America, and I believe deeply that our pub¬ 
lic lands and waters — and the commons 
they represent — are worth fighting for. 

That is why I am obligated to stand up 
and speak out against the Trump adminis¬ 
tration’s ongoing attacks on our freedom to 
enjoy our nation’s public lands. 

Since taking office. President Donald 
Trump has taken unprecedented action to 
undermine protections for public lands in 
California and across the country. Trump 
has severely minimized climate change as 
a national security threat despite military 
leadership’s assessment, rolled back rules 
that prevent air pollution, and promoted oil 
and gas drilling with little regard to how it 


affects other public resources. Trump has 
also undermined protection of wildlife, ex¬ 
cluded 2 million acres of public lands from 
our national monuments, and placed in¬ 
dustry lobbyists and former executives in 
positions of overseeing the same polluting 
industries they came from. 

For veterans, Trump’s attacks on public 
lands have hit closest to home. That is be¬ 
cause America’s public lands have always 
been especially important to those who 
have served in the US. armed forces. Vet¬ 
erans share a deep connection with the out¬ 
doors — and we believe that protecting our 
national public lands is a patriotic duty. 

Members of the military were the first 
protectors of our nation’s public lands, and 
so much military history is now preserved 
and memorialized in hallowed public plac¬ 
es. We protect both our heritage and legacy 
as a nation when we protect historic sites 
such as Gettysburg National Military Park 
in Pennsylvania, Charles Young Buffalo 
Soldiers National Monument in Ohio and 
Cabrillo National Monument in California, 
which includes coastal artillery batteries 
built to protect the harbor of San Diego 
from enemy warships. 

Furthermore, public lands often play a 
vital role in the emotional and spiritual re¬ 
covery of veterans. Many of us — especial¬ 
ly those deployed to Afghanistan and Iraq 
— paid a terrible price while serving over¬ 
seas. Too many young men and women re¬ 
turn suffering from post traumatic stress 
disorder, depression and other forms of 


trauma that can be debilitating. 

Transitioning into civilian life also has 
untold difficulties. However, whether it’s 
reconnecting with family and friends, hunt¬ 
ing, fishing, hiking or simply finding peace 
and solitude, public lands provide veterans 
with important opportunities to manage 
trauma and challenges that they cannot 
find elsewhere. We owe maintaining these 
lands to all our returning servicemembers 
in order to help them recover. 

As the Trump administration threatens 
to rob generations of Americans of our nat¬ 
ural wonders and a clean environment, our 
elected leaders must stand against these 
attacks. California’s Sens. Dianne Fein- 
stein and Kamala Harris have both risen to 
defend our public lands, but amid all of the 
pressing issues they and their colleagues 
are contending with in Washington, they 
must not lose sight of the importance of 
defending the conservation values that our 
veterans have fought for. 

For many generations, Americans have 
enjoyed our nation’s mqjestic outdoors and 
benefited from policies that sustain our en¬ 
vironment. Our parents and grandparents 
left us the outdoor heritage we too often 
take for granted today, and our veterans 
fought to protect our homeland. Let’s en¬ 
sure that our public lands are preserved 
for generations to come. Those who have 
served our nation deserve nothing less.

Watson's hat trick leads 
Predators over Ducks

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Austin Watson had a dif¬ 
ficult time remembering the last time he scored a 
hat trick — at any level. 

“American Hockey League, maybe?” Watson said. 
“A couple of years now.” 

Watson, known as a grinder who is strong on the 
penalty kill, recorded his first career NHL hat trick 
Sunday night as Nashville defeated the Anaheim 
Ducks 5-2. 

Watson, a 26-year-old right wing, became the 
fourth Predators player to record a hat trick this 
season, a franchise record. 

“It’s always nice to score goals and contribute,” 
said Watson, who entered the game with just one 
goal. “As hockey players, that’s what we like to do.” 

Watson usually spends his time on the third and 
fourth lines, but he moved up to the first and second 
lines against Anaheim due to an undisclosed injury 
to center Kyle Turris. 

He scored the game’s first goal in the opening pe¬ 
riod, added his first career power-play goal in the 
second period and his empty netter with 1:06 left 
prompted the sellout crowd of 17,167 at Bridgestone 
Arena to shower the ice with caps. 

“To get an opportunity to play with [Ryan Johan¬ 
sen] and [Filip Forsberg], two really gifted hockey 
players, and then I was out there with [Colton Sis¬ 
sons] and [Nick Bonino], we had some good suc¬ 
cess,” Watson said. “It was a fun night.” 

Watson returned from an 18-game suspension for 
domestic violence two weeks ago. 

“I think it was just a matter of getting back on the 
ice and getting his timing back,” Predators coach 
Peter Laviolette said. “He was in shape when he 
started, but there’s something about the game and 
the way it moves and getting your game-timing down 
from moving the puck, reading the plays, reading 
the situations. So we’ve been giving him more op¬ 
portunity with regard to ice time, penalty kill.” 

Nick Bonino and Craig Smith also scored for the 
Predators. 

Nashville, which began Sunday tied for the NHL’s 
best record, won its sixth straight home game. 


Flames 6, Coyotes 1: Noah Hanifin and Mark 
Jankowski each scored twice, former Coyotes goalie 
Mike Smith just missed his 38th career shutout and 
visiting Calgary routed Arizona. 

Smith made 28 saves in his first win since Nov.

At the other end of the spectrum 
were the Cavaliers, who beat No. 25 Wiscon¬ 
sin to win the Battle 4 Atlantis in a low-scor¬ 
ing game featuring teams content to grind it 
out with defense and clock-melting stretches 
that limited the number of possessions and 
magnified any mistake. 

Both styles worked. 

“We said we want to learn something as 
every team would as they come into this tour¬ 
nament,” Virginia coach Tony Bennett said 
after Friday’s win against the Badgers and 
preseason Associated Press All-American 
Ethan Happ. 

Experience also showed for No. 6 Nevada 
and No. 11 Michigan State in winning separate 
brackets at the Las Vegas Invitational, with 
both being led by upperclassmen (Wolf Pack 
fifth-year senior Caleb Martin and Spartans 
junior Cassius Winston) who earned MVP 
honors. And in Michigan State’s case, that 
title came by maintaining poise well enough 
to rally from 19 down against Texas. 

Here are some takeaways from those holi¬ 
day tournaments: 

Maui’s top trio 

Maui had the best field of the week with 
Duke, Gonzaga and No. 8 Auburn, so there 
were plenty of measuring-stick moments 
among legitimate Final Four contenders. 

No team was more impressive than Gon¬ 
zaga — in any tournament. 

The Zags offense created problems for 
Duke, with the Blue Devils having a hard time 
deciphering all their ball screens and motion. 
Gonzaga will only get stronger when 6-foot-10 
junior Killian Tillie returns from preseason 
ankle surgery in the coming weeks. Tourna¬ 
ment MVP Rui Hachimura, a versatile and 
aggressive 6-8 junior forward, is establishing 
himself as one of the nation’s top players. 

But it was Gonzaga’s defensive efforts that 
most impressed coach Mark Few, who said, 
“We can really build on that.” 

Dominant hunter 

Virginia showcased a growing, game¬ 
changing presence in 6-7 redshirt sophomore 
De’Andre Hunter. 

Hunter was the Atlantis MVP in the Ba¬ 
hamas after three sometimes-dominant per¬ 
formances. First came a near triple-double 
against Middle Tennessee. Then he matched 
a career-high with 23 points and hit a key 
three-pointer with about a minute left to help 
hold off Dayton. He closed with 20 points

against Wisconsin. 

He was the ACC’s sixth man of the year 
last year but suffered a broken wrist that 
sidelined him for the NCAA Tournament 
— and the Cavs certainly missed him as they 
struggled to contain UMBC’s guards in that 
unprecedented 16-vs-l March upset. As long 
as he stays healthy, he’s a weapon at both ends 
alongside veterans Kyle Guy and Ty Jerome, 
not to mention Virginia’s best NBA prospect 
by far. 

“You look at the length and the dimensions, 
and some of those nice plays he makes offen¬ 
sively,” Bennett said. “But I get equally excited 
about what he’s doing defensively, spreading 
out and being able to guard sometimes a 4, 
sometimes a perimeter guy. And his alertness 
took a step in the right direction.” 

Champs back? 

There is reason for optimism at Villanova, 


though the reigning national champs still 
have work to do. 

The Wildcats looked befuddled in a blow¬ 
out home loss to Michigan in a rematch of last 
year’s title game and an overtime home loss to 
Furman , which knocked the Wildcats out of 
the Top 25 poll. Guard Phil Booth said at the 
time the Wildcats are “a young team trying to 
find our way.” 

Villanova looked more like it had figured 
out that path at the AdvoCare Invitational in 
Orlando, Fla. 

On point 

Freshman Coby White could be taking 
hold of the starting point guard job for North 
Carolina. 

He had 33 points—the most by a UNC fresh¬ 
man since Harrison Barnes had 40 in the 2011 
Atlantic Coast Conference Tournament — and 
seven three-pointers in the loss to Texas in the 
Las Vegas Invitational. He followed with 19 
points and eight assists against UCLA. 

The production came with junior point 
guard Seventh Woods sidelined by a concus¬ 
sion. Woods lacks White’s scoring potential 
but has 27 assists with just six turnovers. 

Replacing Young 

Oklahoma senior guard Christian James 
appears ready to fill the scoring void created 
by the one-and-done departure of Trae Young 
to the NBA. 

Young led the country in scoring and as¬ 
sists; James arrived at the Battle 4 Atlantis 
averaging a Big 12-best 22.7 points. 

James had at least 18 points in three straight 
games as Oklahoma finished third. Coach Lon 
Kruger has said he expects it will have to be a 
group effort this year to replace Young’s pro¬ 
duction, but added: James “is shooting with 
confidence and making good plays.” 

James said his teammates are telling him 
they need him to score and “that takes a load 
off of me knowing I can relax and play my 
game and let it flow.”

Villanova 
gets back 
on track

CHAPEL HILL, N.C. — North 
Carolina has hired Mack Brown 
to lead its football program. 

Again. 

Brown will be announced as 
UNC’s new football coach, said a 
source with direct knowledge of 
the negotiations. 

Efforts to reach Brown, his 
agent and UNC athletic director 
Bubba Cunningham were unsuc¬ 
cessful Monday morning. 

Brown, 67, coached 10 sea¬ 
sons at UNC from 1988 to 1997. 
During that span, he amassed a 
69-46-1 record. And from 1992, 
until his final year there in 1997, 
Brown helped lead the Tar Heels 
to five consecutive bowl games. 
In his final year, the Tar Heels 
climbed to as high as No. 4 in the 
AP Top 25 poll, and finished No. 
6 overall. 

Brown is revered among UNC 
fans, and is often credited with 
helping to change the perception 
of its football program. He left 
UNC after the 1997 season for 
Texas, where he won a national 
championship in 2005 and fin¬ 
ished undefeated. 

ACC punishes seven for 
UNC-NC State brawl 

GREENSBORO, N.C. — The 
Atlantic Coast Conference has 
suspended and reprimanded 
seven players who took part in an 
end-zone brawl following North 
Carolina State’s victory over 
North Carolina. 

The league said Monday that 
four players from UNC — includ¬ 
ing two seniors whose eligibility 
has been exhausted — and three 
from N.C. State will be suspended 
for one half of their team’s next 
game. 


The players suspended and 
publicly reprimanded were 
Dominique Ross, Patrice Rene, 
J.K. Britt and Jeremiah Clarke 
of North Carolina, and Freddie 
Phillips Jr., Tyler Jones and Jus¬ 
tin Witt of N.C. State. 

The Tar Heels must sit out for 
half of the 2019 season opener 
against South Carolina, while the 
N.C. State players will miss part 
of the ECU game. The schools will 
determine whether it’s the first or 
the second half of those games. 

The suspensions for Britt and 
Clarke are symbolic because they 
were seniors for the Tar Heels 
this season.

Some 
pushing and shoving in the end 
zone after that score led to a melee 
in which players from both teams 
were seen throwing punches.

you’ll score your share of points. 
They will need to do exactly that, 
probably throughout the playoffs, 
to get to the big game in Atlanta.

Wilson leads rally 
against Panthers

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — Tyler 
Lockett knew if Russell Wilson 
bought him a few more seconds, 
he could spring himself for a big 
play. 

Wilson did just that, sidestep¬ 
ping a few pass rushers in the 
pocket and enabling Lockett to 
slip behind comerback Captain 
Munnerlyn and haul in a 43-yard 
completion at the Carolina 10. 
Wilson then took a knee twice and 
spiked the ball once to set up Se¬ 
bastian Janikowski’s 31-yard field 
goal as time expired, allowing the 
Seattle Seahawks to complete 
a 30-27 come-from-behind win 
over the Panthers on Sunday. 

“When Russell keeps it alive, 
we understand how hard it is for 
defenders to try to guard some¬ 
body more than five seconds,” 
Lockett said. “If it is longer than 
four or five seconds, it puts us in a 
better position to get open.” 

Wilson threw for 339 yards and 
two touchdowns, putting the Se¬ 
ahawks (6-5) firmly in contention 
for an NFC wild card spot. Lock¬ 
ett finished with five catches for 
107 yards and a touchdown, while 
David Moore had four receptions 
for 103 yards and a score. 

Wilson said Lockett was work¬ 
ing on a move in Friday’s walk¬ 
through practice where he broke 
off the play and went deep. 

“There was a play where he 
kind of stuttered and then went. 
He said, ‘Hey, I’m just working on 
something, just in case we need 
it,”’ Wilson said of Lockett. “The 
funny thing is we needed it.” 

The Panthers, also 6-5, sudden¬ 
ly find themselves on the outside 
looking in at the NFC playoff pic¬ 
ture after losing three straight and 
having their 10-game home win¬ 
ning streak snapped. The prospect 
of Carolina missing the playoffs 
would have been unimaginable at 
the beginning of the month. 

“Three weeks ago if somebody 
had said this was going to happen 
I would have slapped them,” said 
quarterback Cam Newton, who 
completed 25 of 30 passes for 256 
yards and two touchdowns. 

Wilson tied the game with 3:26 
remaining when he gambled on 
a fourth-and-3, lofting a 35-yard 
touchdown pass to Moore, who 
beat Corn Elder in the corner of 


the end zone. 

Another big miss: Wilson’s big 
completion to Lockett came after 
Graham Gano missed a 52-yard 
field goal with 1:40 left in the 
game that would have given the 
Panthers the lead. 

It snapped a remarkable string 
of 41 straight made field goals at 
home for Gano. 

“It’s really, really frustrating,” 
Gano said. “I’ve got the leg to 
make those kicks, that’s why it’s a 
tough one to swallow. They’ve got 
the faith in me to kick them from 
far, so I’ve got to go out there and 
make them.” 

Wasted day: The Panthers 
spoiled a record-setting perfor¬ 
mance from McCaffrey, who had 
a franchise-record 237 yards 
from scrimmage and two more 
touchdowns. He had 17 carries 
for 125 yards and 11 catches for 
112 yards, becoming the first 
Carolina player to surpass 100 
yards in both receiving and rush¬ 
ing in the same game.

Vikings outlast Packers 

Defense stifles Rodgers; QB Cousins bounces back

MINNEAPOLIS — Once Kirk 
Cousins and the Minnesota Vi¬ 
kings took the lead on Green Bay, 
they played with a fierce refusal 
to let it go. 

They held onto the ball with the 
same determination. 

Cousins bounced back from 
his worst game of the season 
with 342 passing yards and three 
touchdowns without a fumble or 
an interception, and the Vikings 
overcame some early gaffes to 
outlast the depleted Packers for a 
24-17 victory on Sunday night. 

Completing 29 of his 38 attempts. 
Cousins found Dalvin Cook, Ste- 
fon Diggs and Adam Thielen for 
scores. Diggs and Thielen had 
eight receptions apiece. 

“It just kind of shows his char¬ 
acter, shows what kind of player 
he is, to be able to just not really 
care what people talk about him, 
not really care about what hap¬ 
pened last week,” Thielen said of 
Cousins, adding: “The throws he 
was making, his full game was re¬ 
ally impressive. That’s what you 
expect out of him.” 

Sheldon Richardson had two 
sacks to lead the defense’s game- 
long stifling of Aaron Rodgers, 
and the Vikings (6-4-1) pushed 
the Packers (4-6-1) further back 
in the NFC wild card race. 

The Vikings won a night game 
for the first time this season after 
losing to the top three teams in 
the NFC: to the Rams in Los 
Angeles, at home to the New Or¬ 
leans Saints and at Chicago in a 
two-interception game by Cous¬ 
ins against the first-place Bears. 
The Vikings entered the weekend 
with the fourth-most turnovers in 
the NFL, and Cousins has been 
charged with 13 of the 16 give¬ 


aways. Coach Mike Zimmer was 
so impressed by the way Cousins 
played against the Packers that 
he gave him the game ball in the 
locker room afterward. 

“Last week left a bad taste in 
our mouths,” Cousins said, “and 
the chance to come back on Sun¬ 
day night football against a divi¬ 
sion rival at home was a great 
opportunity, and I’m glad we 
made the most of it.” 

Rodgers threw a touchdown 
pass to Davante Adams and 
Aaron Jones scored on a short 
run for a 14-7 lead early in the 
second quarter, but the Packers 
fell to 0-6 on the road this season 
and 1-5-1 against the Vikings in 
their past seven meetings. Their 
final seven possessions produced 
only one field goal, with five punts 
and one turnover on downs. 

“We’ve all got to play better, 
myself included,” Rodgers said. 
“Started off the game nice. We 
had a couple good drives. We’re 
rolling there. We hit our unfortu¬ 
nate typical lull and didn’t get it 
going again.” 

With Randall Cobb out (ham¬ 
string) for a sixth game this sea¬ 
son and rookies Equanimeous St. 
Brown (elbow) and Trevor Davis 
(hamstring) forced out in the 
second half, Rodgers didn’t have 
much to work with down the field. 
Left guard Lane Taylor (quad¬ 
riceps) departed in the first half 
and left tackle David Bakhtiari 
(knee) was sidelined in the second 
half, leaving the protection shaky 
at best. Rodgers finished 17-for-28 
for 198 yards, without a turnover. 

The Packers failed to move the 
chains on eight of 10 third downs. 
Jones was stuffed on fourth-and- 
inches by Harrison Smith, Dani¬ 
elle Hunter and Eric Kendricks 
midway through the third quar¬ 


ter, giving the Vikings the ball at 
the Green Bay 44. That set up a 
37-yard field goal by Dan Bailey 
for Minnesota’s first lead of the 
game.

Patriots need 
improvements 
to return to 
Super Bowl

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. 

— When Patriots players looked 
around the locker room Sunday, 
they saw a generally healthy 
squad. That’s scary for the rest of 
the NFL. 

Or maybe not. 

Unless New England makes 
some key improvements over 
the next month — and can any¬ 
one doubt the Patriots will, given 
their track record? — a third 
straight trip to the Super Bowl 
will be problematic. 

In their 27-13 victory over the 
game but outmanned Jets, the 
Patriots (8-3) pretty much were 
workmanlike. Given the compe¬ 
tition this season from the likes 
of the Chiefs, Steelers, Chargers 
and Texans, that might not be 
enough. 

Sure, the running game was a 
m^or positive as New England 
rushed for 215 yards, led by rook¬ 
ie Sony Michel’s season-best 133 
on 21 carries. And the defense 
was OK. 

But these were the Jets, who 
don’t measure up in any way to 
any AFC contenders. Things will 
get more difficult in December, 
though not terribly so. And in 
January, unless the Patriots grab 
home-field advantage in the AFC 

— they trail only Kansas City by 
one game and own the tiebreaker 

— their defense will need to be 
stout against some high-scoring, 
big-play offenses. 

Considering the holes in that 
defense that the Jets were inca¬ 
pable of exploiting often enough. 
New England has some issues it 
hasn’t been plagued by during its 
remarkable Tom Brady-led run 
since the early 2000s. 

These Patriots don’t have the 
look of a team that can avoid 
shootouts, especially on the road. 
When you have Brady and Julian 
Edelman and Rob Gronkowski — 
and now Michel — on your side,
